They visited the head office 
of that company, conferred with a man 
who was introduced as Mitchell, and 
it was arranged that for 'a considera- 
tion ‘Mitchell’? would hold back, the 
result of races untill Walker and Whit- 
mey could get down thafr money.

MAY EXPLAIN SUICIDE 


Before Former Attempt, 
Wrote: lt Was “to Save 


Honar of Women.’’ 
SEW YORK, Dec. 28.-—Through a 
note written by Henry P. Terry, pre- 
Vious to an attempt to kill himself in 


San Francisco a year ago, his relat 
tives hope to clear the motive which 
drove him to end his life some time 
last night in Prospect Park, Brook- 
lyn, This note said in part that he 
Was dying, ‘‘to save the honor of 
more than one woman and of the 
family from which I sprung.” 

This letter has never .been ex- 
plained. Terry declined to talk about 
it and his relatives let the matter go, 
believing he had been temporarily 
unbalanced. Now they hope an in- 
vestigation will reveal the cause of 
the suicide. 

Terry comes of a well Known fam- 
ily of Brooklyn and was reputed to 
be worth $256,000, largely  aceumu- 
lated from fruit farms in California 
and Arizona. So far as known to his 
relatives there was no cause for him 
to take his life. They deny that grief 
over his mother’s death had unbal- 
anced his mind and say he had not 
had a love affair in years.

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: PREACHING AND JUDGING. 

It is a mad world indeed in which ministers 
of the gospel sit solemnly in divorce courts to 
“study” and judges not infrequently mount the 
pulpit pompously to preach. 

Sociology under one name or another has upset 
several clergymen and broken up many a congre- 
gation. Time will show what is to become of 
the judges who take more interest in sermoniz- 
ing than they do in their magistracy. Not much 
but poor preaching and an imperfect administra- 
tion of law can result from such methods. 

In the matter of divorce, our preacher investi- 
gators do not seem to know that their weightiest 
responsibility devolves upon them, not as legis- 
lators, or as judges, or as sociologists, but as 
teachers of faith and morals. They have an op- 
pertunity in their sphere to lay the groundwork 
of good character. If they fail with all of the 
thunders of Sinai at their command, they cannot 
hope to improve upon their work later on in the 
disputatious realms of law and statesmanship. 

Ministers do not have a monopoly of marriage 
rites by any means, and it is probable that the 
percentage of divorces resulting from civil mar- 
riages is not greater than that which follows 
religious ceremonies. Ministers might refuse 
wholly to officiate at marriages and the number 
of such contracts would not be decreased. 

If religion and its teachers cannot prepare men 
and women for circumspect lives in the married 
state they have only one further opportunity to 
deal with the derelicts and that is through 
society. It generally happens tha. the more 
scandalous a matrimonial venture may be, the 
more intent are the principals on having it given 
full religiouS and social sanction. 

With the doors of church and society clased 
te. such people, some of the worst phases of the 
divorce evil would disappear. To accomplish 
this, no preacher need spend days ip court listen- 
ing to the trifling and shameful details of domes- 
tic infelicity. He is called rather to duty, to 
exhortation, to instruction and to admonition. In 
a word, he is invited to attend to his own busi- 
ness, Which.is a high and noble one. 

The truth is that few preachers dare address 
their congregations plainly on this subject. It is 
easier and safer to fulminate in the market place, 
where the barbed shafts which they launch do 
not strike home. 

Judges who are given to preachment display a 
similar perversity. In his proper station—wise, 
fearless and just—a magistrate is as important 
a minister of righteousness as one who wears 
the cloth. In the pulpit hc may be neglecting 
his duty as well as taking the place of a better 
man. 

To some it is given to preach and to some to 
judge. Not many are actually called, and the 
number having two calls is so small.as to be 
wholly negligible. 
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DID THE ANCIENTS KNOW IT ALL? 

Burke frankly admitted that he did not know 
how to indict the whole country; but we live and 
learn. Nowadays, anybody indicts the country 
at haphazard and on mere suspicion; among 
others Owen Wister, who scourges America on 
the score of deficient “scholarship” and bewails 
that our educational system does not produce it 
in these times. ; 

But we apprehend that the indictment may be 
turned around and made to score the so-called 
scholarship itself, rather than the country and 
the times which eschew it. 

In defense of America it may be inquired, Is it 
not true, generally speaking, that a good deal of 
what scholars essayed in a more callow educa- 
tional period has had to be unlearned, untlone, 
by the modern student; that what was compre- 
hended by the scholarship which our. literary 
Wisters extol has been discarded as insubstan- 
tial and-insincere? 

To be sure, the old must ever yield to the new, 
but most processes are evolutional, retaining the 
old for the basis of the new. Not so with the 
structural scheme of léarning. Pedagogy, broad- 
ly scientific, finds what is ancient too insecure in 
many parts to build upon; to give education a 
solid ‘base, to order it from a sure beginning to a 
certain end and for a purpose more or. less defi- 
nite, there has had to be a cutting from under 





fashioned scholar deemed vital. 

._The old system—which was not a system— 
was overwhelmed and buried under a burden, 
a mass, of indiscriminate classicism. The quiet 
shades of Academe were overhung with dense 
and tangled controversies about trifles. The paths 
of learning led only to the shrines of the ancients, 
who out of dim obscurity exercised an oracular, 
a supreme and well-nigh everlasting authority. 
It is only today that our cities are ceasing to 
quarrel over the remains of Homer. 

Old-fashioned scholarship was a question de- 
termined to no small extent by individual “‘taste.’’ 
I: was disputatious. It was narrowly literary, any 
embellishment to serious professions, but of 
itself a conscious affectation in many of its most 
distinguished devotees, adorning leisure rather 
than assisting the serious business of the world. 
Many false standards were the result. For ex- 
ample, questions of British Govertrment were re- 
ferred, so to speak, for decision in the Roman 
forum—the test of a statesman was too frequently 
the extent to’ which he could interlard an ora- 
tion with Latin; and the thing became a rather 
commonplace accomplishment. There was much 
cheap flimsy in a scholarship that produced more 
translators of the Iliad and the Odyssey than 
original thinkers, discoverers of live truths, in- 
ventors, profound scientists and philosophers, 
and factors for the common good. It was a “cul- 
ture” that made versifiers, poetasters and polite 
essayists out of the generations that partook of 
it. It was supremely exemplified in Addison. 
Most of the world’s real literature hasbeen pro- 
‘duced since it began to wane. ; 

It is a showy garment no more suited to these 
times than a studied oration of Curran’s would 
fit the sober debate of Parliament today, or the 
business-like effectiveness of our own legislative 
process, Instead of ordering its curriculum to

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SHALL WE EAT LESS? 

The prescription that was certain to come as a 
remedy for the increased cost of living is at 
hand. It is strictly to the point and is: Eat 
less. 

Americans who have long experienced the op- 
pressions of combinations in restraint of trade 
and of producers and distributers licensed by our 
stone-wall tariff system to charge high prices, 
do not need this advice. They learned long ago 
all that is contained in the gospel of going with- 
out. 

We were told some years ago by a President of 
the United States that a cheap coat made a cheap 
man and, as the doctrine was indorsed at the 
polls, most of our exploiters have acted upon the 
theory ever since that there was nothing that we 
abhorred so much as cheapness. We see the 
climax now in the outrageous prices charged for 
most high-grade food products. 

Perhaps as a people we eat more than is good 
for us, but if the suggestion that we eat less is 
to have much value it should be amended so as 
to read: Eat less of the choicest foods. It must 
be that with care and wisdom the food question 
can be solved for some time to come without 
adopting a policy that will amount to deprivation. 

High prices for woolens’ resulted long ago in 
adulteration and imitation to such an extent that 
few of the humbler homes ever had a genuine 
article of clothing, a genuine blanket, a genuine 
shawl or a genuine carpet. 

The same process was carried into the prepara- 
tion of food and at the time when the pure food 
laws were passed the rich man and the poor man 
were living upon different articles having the 
same names, the one genuine and the other large- 
ly counterfeit. 

While food adulteration and substitution were 
carried to the point of swindling, shrewd house- 
holders will do well to take a leaf or two-from 
the discoveries of the packers and canners and 
4 profit thereby. 

These people made money by their knowledge 
of the fact that the highest priced food is not. 
necessarily the best and that waste is a national 
sin. Their offense was not in making the most of 
this knowledge. It lay in using it for purposes of 
deception. Perhaps they could not have sold 
their products if they had not resorted to trick- 
ery, but it is certain that all of these articles 
would have been more desirable if they had not 
been colored, perfumed, flavored and otherwise 
doctored. 

There is much cheap food in the world, some 
of it now going to waste, and it will have to be 
utilized by those who cannot afford to pay for the 
choicer grades. It may call for more ingenuity in 
the kitchen, but it will, be just as nourishing as 
the dishes which burden the tables of the mil- 
lionaire and the spendthrift. 

Men and women who may never have worn an 
all-wool garment in their lives, will not eat less 
because prices are high. They will cast about for 
something cheap. They will fare differently in 
some respects, of course, but we hope that even 
so they will fare wholesomely.

OUR WARRIOR DOCTORS. 

Doctors of medicine are dominant persons as 
a rule and are accustomed to having their own 
way. Given a hospital ship in the Navy and a 
doctor in charge of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery at Washington, and it is as certain that 
the doctor will want another doctor to command 
the ship as that two and two make four. 

The disturbance over this question in the Navy 

Cepartment should excite no wonder except on 
one ground, and that is as to the reason why 
any fighting man of the line should want to com- 
mand a hospital ship. Admiral Brownson will 
not have much sympathy in his contention to that 
end. , 
Through the favor of the President, Dr. Leon- 
ard Wood is now Major-General of the Army. He 
is still a young man and if he lives he may be 
in a position to fight-a battle for his country 
somewhere. If a doctor can do that on shore, 
why should not a doctor command a hospital ship 
which has nothing more hostile than the elements 
to encounter? 

If Dr. Rixey ever gets to the head of the Navy, 
as Dr. Wood is likely to get to the head of the 
army, our foes, if we have any, will do well to 
speak easy, Whether they carry big sticks or not. 
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SOCIALISM ON THE INSIDE. 

The Post-Dispatch acknowledges receipt of a 
letter from “J. S. B.,” in which it is informed that 
Socialists in nearly equal numbers are about to 
join the old parties and work for their destruction 
from the inside. He adds: 

Because of the superior knowledge Of Political 
economy and history possessed by the average So- 
cialist to that of the old party man they would have 
a comparatively easy time confuting the old vaga- 
ries which once stood for arguments and winning 
their associates over to twentieth century or Social- 
istic tenets.

For some years past there has been considera- 
ble rivalry among Democrats and Republicans in 
the matter of the adoption of socialistic ideas. It 
would be difficult to determine which party has 
gone to the greatest lengths in that respect. 
Both have looked with so much favor upon Se- 
cialism of one kind or another that the views of 
that school have made wonderful progress. With- 
out making a genuine campaign and without 
electing a man to important office, Socialism is 
more in evidence here than it is in some coun- 
tries where it maintains powerful organiza- 
tions of its own. 

We are inclined to the opinion, therefore, that 
when the Socialists for wkom “J. S. B.” speaks 
bring their powerful intellects to bear upon their 
prospective proselytes they will find the latter so 
well versed in Marxian philosophy that the in- 
structors will soon be themselves the Mrwcontmctete 
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for many years not from American statesmen and 
thinkers, but from the most radical of the social 
and industrial revolutionists of Europe. 

When a commonplace Socialist like “J. S. B.,”’ 
who plumes himself upon his knowledge of econ- 
omy, history and such other trifles encounters 
these fellows ‘‘on the inside” he will have the 
conceit taken out of him in short order. In 
truth, Karl Marx himself would find a back seat 
a A eventually hide his diminished head in shame 
if he were to stumble into a conclave made up 
of men who used to boast of American individu- 
alism.: 

For these reasons we refuse to take alarm and 
we decline even to look upon our correspondent’s 
fearsome program as worthy of serious attention. 
If we must. have Socialism in the United States, 
it is pleasant to reflect that it comes to us under 
the good old guises of Democracy and Repub- 
licanism, and not in the garb of Eugene V. Debs 
and Clarence Darrow.

But the compliment is 
worth while of itself, and his descen:jants are 
likely to appreciate it even more than h>2 does. 

Any family is proud of an ancestor who “ran 
for President” and nearly every family has one. 

The great graveyard of history is full of men 
who have been honorably buried by national 
conventions. With but few exceptions, their 
names: have not survived to a common extent in 
the memories of later generations. 

Clay had to run several times to make a gener- 
al impression on posterity, as did Bryan, we be- 
lieve. But the name of every man who ever got 
so much as a single vote or the vote of a single 
delegation is there somewhere in history indel- 
ibly recorded in the proud page, and his own 
descendants, at least, may be depended on _ to 
find it and pass it on from generation to genera- 
tion and mention it whenever opportunity offers. 

Consideration for posterity should prompt 
every man who has the means to secure if pos- 
sible at least one presidential vote. It is the 
only indestructible tombstone. It is vastly bet- 
ter than a marble shaft, for in this country peo- 
ple are not generally given to making pilgrim- 
ages to the tombs of their ancestors. It is better 
than a memorial chapel, a cathedral even, or 
any number of libraries. It is better than bio- 
graphies. It is the only enduring niche in’ the 
perpetual hall of fame.

AN AMERICAN OPERA. 


The Suez Canali was opened in 1869. The feature 
of the formal canal-opening festivities at Cairo two 
years later was the first production of ‘“‘Aida,”” an 
Egyptian grand opera by Giuseppe Verdi.

The bed of Chouteau Pond 


is now the famous Mill Creek Valley, 


traffic than through any land channel of like width 
fn the world. The spot where ground was broken in 
‘1851 was a few blocks east of the present Union 
Station of St. Louis. 

Missouri reserved no rate power over raliroads. 
Charters granted from 1847 to 18657, 
railroad beginning and construction, 
companies to fix their own passenger and freight 
rates. In specific terms they exempted the railroads 
‘from the operation of the general statutes on the 
‘Subject of rate regulation. Like some other West- 
ern and like some Central states, Missouri as a re- 
gult of the desire to stimulate railroad extension, 
sued charters with extremely liberal provisions. But, 
as was not the cage in mapy other states, Missouri, 
through the disastrous effeets of the Civil War, for- 


tunately found the opportunity to amend radically: 


‘her relations with the roads. 

The policy of State aid to railroads began in Mis- 
souri in 1851. Charters were granted and bills were 
passed authorizing the issue of bonds, guaranteed 
by the State, to construct railroads. The condition 
attached to the aid was that the railroad company 
ust put up $50,000 of its own funds for each grant 
Of $50,000 bonds by the State. This policy was given 
free trial until 1855, when the people of Missouri made 
the disagreeable discovery that the State had author. 
ized the issue of $9,000,000 of bonds; that the railroad 
building was rogressing very slowly; that the cost 
was twice or three times the original estimates; that 
these bonds which had commanded a premium when 
issued were below par and selling at an alarming 
discount. A change in the policy was imperative, but 
» the change that took place seems inexplicable to this 
fereration, which cannot, realize the railroad mania 
of that decade before the war. 

The railroad companies admitted that they were 
at the end of outside resources. They had raised 
und spent all that could be obtained in subscriptions 
from counties, cities, and individuals, They made 
the astounding proposition that the State authorize 
the issue of $10,000,000 more in aid bonds, $19,000.00) 
in all. They asked that this aid be made available 
to them as they contributed, not dollar for dollar as 
before, but $1 of their money for $2 of State bonds. 
Fine promises were made that with tnis aid the roads 
would be pushed through to the western and south 
ern borders of Missouri. Strange to teli. 
lators were convinced by the reasoning that with 
this additional $10,000,000 the roads would be completed 
anc that without it the State might lose what had 
been put io. The bill passed, authorizing the issue 
of $10,000,000 to be applied in the proportion of $2 of 
al wand to $1 val railroad : evens. 


T is almost forgotten that some forty years ago 
The 


experiment cost the people about $15,000,000, not to 
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Gov. Sterling Price vetoed the bill, and in doing go 
he said to the General Assembly: ‘'The bill is tanta- 
mount to a measure to bankrupt the Treasury and to 
blast the reputation of the State.” He charged that 
the companies in bad faith had sold aid bonds and 
used the proceeds to pay interest upon previous is- 
sucs instead of for construction. But the Assembly 
passed the bill over the veto. Durinz two years the 
bonds were issued on the new basis of $2 of the peo- 
ple’s money for $1 of the railroad money. Railroad 
building went on slowly through the Ozarks. 

In 1857 came the financial crisis. The issue of aid 
bonds was suspended. Tempted again by the hope of 
a spurt which might rush the roads to completion, 
the Legislature authorized large issues cf bonds on 
condition that the railroads expend small sums, prac- 
tically giving the company these issues. Beginning 
with 1859, the companies, one after another, ceased 
paying interest on the aid bonds. The State, to main- 
tain its credit, was compelled to issue and sell addi- 
tional bonds to meet the defaulted interest, In the 
spring of 1861 came the war. The companies stopped 
building railroads. The State stopped paying interest 
ou the bonds. ‘The results of the ten years’ policy 
of aid to railroads stood as follows:

these bonds were $2,713,826. The net cash to the rail- 
roads was. $17,927.174. And not one of the railroads 
was completed. Cities and counties had contributed 
threugh subscriptions $7,200,000. The State aid had 
been $2.°1 for every dollar put in from city, county, 
and private subscriptions. Of private subscriptions 
t» stock the companies had obtained only $1,500,000. 
Of the $27,917,000 put into Missouri railroads in the 
decade before the war, $26,400,000 was public funds. 
or about $17 of the people’s money to every dollar 
raised by the railroad companies from private in 
vestors. 

With the return of peace in 1865, Missouri faced a 
railroad problem that required four years for solu- 
tion. It held first liens on the roads. Principal and 
interest of this railroad aid debt reached $31.735.0° 
before the policy of settlement had been fully carried 
out. No advocacy of permanent State ownership was 
developed. Popular sentiment almost universally de 
ftmrnde.. completion of the roads across the State. (n- 
der such conditions of public feeling, Gov. Thomas 
C, Fletcher recommended and the General Assembly

the liens and transferred the roads on conditions in- 
tenéed to expedite construction and to save 45 much 
as possible on the bonded debt. Each road presented 
a problem different from the others. One road which 
gave the State most trouble and prompted the exper!- 
mor: i. railroad operation by the State was known 
ier as the Southwest Branc.; it is now a part of 
the main stem of the Frisco system. Of this road 
the State took actual .possession under circumstances 
which Gov. Fletcher explained to the General Assem- 
bly in a special message in January, 18€8, as follows: 

“The Southwest Pacific Railroad was disposed of to 
Gen. John C. Fremont, who offered for it, under all of 
the cireumstances, a very liberal price. He was then 
represented and believed to be wealthy and able to 
influence a large amount of capital for such an en- 
terprise. He united it with the Atlantic) & Pacific 
Railroad, a corporation which was organized under 
an act of Congress with power to build a railroad 
from Springfield, Mo., to the Pacific Ocean, with a 
grant of laud for that purpose exceeding in quantity 
atid value any grant ever made to a corporation in 
America. He paid $325,000 to the State, as required by 
the terms of the sale. 

“On the expiration of one year from date of sale I 
was satisfied that the sum of $500,000 had not been ex- 
pended in the work of ‘graduation, masonry, and 8u- 
perstructure of the extension of the road, as required 
by the contract. The conjractors and laborers were 
not paid: but little worn being done; the means 

‘ a? 
and credit of the compan\ appeared to be exhausted; 
al‘ of its operatives and employes were unpaid; and 
no reasonable ground remained for hope of a com- 
pliance on its part. Under the power given me by 
law, I took possession of the road and appointed Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk agent, to operate it until the General 
Assembly shall otherwise dispose of the same for the 
purpose of foreclosing the State's lien or mortgage.’ 

A report of about six months’ operation of the road 
by the agent of the State shows receipts to have 
been $118,970.83. The expenditures for the same period 
were $112,006.38, but the expenditures covered much 
more than operating expenses. Gen. Fisk retained 
the working organization of the road. As the receipts 
exceeded expenses, he paid ta officers aud employes 
the salaries and wages past due, applying in th'‘s 
wavy during the six months the sum of $18,535.29. The 
report further shows the purchase out of the receipts 
of several thousand ties. An engine house was built 
at Little Piney. A tank house at Sullivan was added 
te the equipment. The report concludes: ‘‘Extensive 
repairs have been made on engines and cars, ang the 
track bas been placed in most excellent condition.” 

In a special message the Governor recommended 
that the road be given away to secure its completion. 
Legisiution paved the way for the organization of a 
which guaranteed extension. The agent of 
the State, Gen. Fisk, assisted in the organization of 
the company, continuing to operate the road at a 
profit until the company was ready to give the guar- 
antees required and to take over the property. 

In the foreclosure of the State’s liens and-in the 
sale of the roads to the new companies, as each set- 
tlement was made, was found the opportunity to 
which this far-siehted Governor drew attention.» The 
experiment of :ailroad ownership is an historical fact 
which has speciai interest at this time. Of greater 
significance, perhaps, is the regulation feature which 
was mede part of the readjustment of relations with 
railroads of Missouri.

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At that time the State practically owned every mile 
of railroad in Missouri. Of one road the Governor 
had taken actual possession; he was operating it. 
The other roads, while being operated by companies, 
belonged to the State by virtue of long existing de- 
fault on the bonds which the State had issued to 
the companies to aid construction

When in 186 the Fletcher administration entered 
upon the solution of the railroad problem in Mis- 
souri there were 826 miles of road in the State. When 
in 1868 the last of the foreclosures and sales were 
completed there were 134 miles, and on the Southwest 
Branch, which the State had operated, 2000 men -were 
making the dirt fly. Fremont, who was dispossesse 
of the Southwest Branch, had been the head of the 
Republican ticket for the presidency. Fisk, who suc- 
ceeded Fremont, to demonstrate succegsfully rallroad 
State, was to become a national 
standard bearer of the Prohibition party. The roads 
which State money built and on which the State ex- 
pended without financial return néarly $20,000,000, are 
today the trunk lines of the Missouri Pacifis, the Iron 
Mountain, the Wabash, the Frisco, and the Burling- 
ton systems in Missouri. They are the main stems of 
7000 miles of railroad valued at $350,000,000 within the 
limits of the State—railroads which the Board of 
Equalization has this year assessed for taxation at 
$114,000,000.

OMESTIC service today is nothing but benevo- 
lent feudalism. It is a system so pernicious 
that the inevitable revolt has not only set in 

but has gathered full headway. It began years ago, 
and until a change of conditions actually takes place 
the repugnance of women for domestic service will 
continue to grow until our homes are entirely denuded 
of servants, 

The problem of domestic service is one that cannot 
be treated lightly or solved easily. Its ultimate 
solution is inevitable and will be brought about, I 
firmly believe, almost as speedily without as with 
the aid of the public itself. The time is not far 
distant when domestic service will either be desii- 
tute of women or will be conducted under a system 
that will remove a!l social stigma from the work 
and permit those engaged in it to maintain them- 
selves as the heads of their own homes. 

[ have studied the problem for several years. 
The research I have made has been carried on in- 
dependently of my work in the service of the Gov- 
ernment. I began it and have carried it on through 
a sincere interest in a question that seems thus far to 
have defied solution. 

I do not claim originality for any views that I now 
have on the problem. All that I have done is to 
collect and set forth facts, which I think are obvious, 
and to point out what seems to me to be the natural 
trend. 

A vast 
servant 


majority of the superficial students of the 
question and a surprisingly -large number 
of more careful investigators, it seems to me, have 
fallen into a common error. They have expressed 
a firm conviction that the exodus of women from 
domestic service into stores, offices and factories is 
due to a tendency on the part of women to try to 
avoid the duties of housework. The exact opposite 
condition, I believe, exists. The women of today, 
as much, if not more than ever before, long for 
their own homes. They want to be mothers. They 
want to have their own parlors, their own dining 
rooms and their own children. 

Domestic service, for two reasons, puts these am- 
bitions further and further from their reach. 

The lesser reason, unfortunately but undeniab'y, 
is trues There is a certain amount of social stigma 
attached to work as a _ servant. This sends the 
young laboring man to the factories for his brie, 
The second and by all odds the graver reason is the 
state of absolute servitude in which domestics of all 
classes are held by their employers. 

The young or old woman tbat is hired as a maid 
servant of any class is virtually hired for 24 
Her day's work begins iong before the

until far into the night. 

Just as justly as the store girl, the factory girl, 
the stenographer or any other hired employe in the 
world has his or her fixed hours of service. so should 
the domestic. She should be expected to report at 
a certain hour and be permitted to leave at some 
other fixed hour. If unforeseen circumstances, such 
as often arise tn the household, make it necessary to 
keep her busy after hours, then she should have 
extra pay. 

That domestic work solitary work cannot be 
denied. That the domestic would prefer to be called 
Miss or Mrs. So-and-So is immaterial. Such trifilng 
complaints would never cause a class of work that in 
1870 attracted 48 per cent of all the women employed 
in the United States to deteriorate in popularity 
until 1900 saw only one-half the number, or 24 per 
cent, of working women so engaged. 

The solution is not so simple. Treating “help’’ 
well: will not of itself make domestic service popu- 
lar. If it would we should have all the house help 
we want. The fault is with the entire system, and 
it will have to be entirely changed achieve the 
result we desire. 

All sentimentality should be 
eration. It isnot necessary or desirable that 
the maid or the cook or the woman for general 
housework should be made a part of your house- 
hold. The women do not desire it themselves. 

I am met most frequently by the argument that 
household service, ‘by its very nature, cannot be 
reduced to any system that will make it possible to 
establish fixed hours. If the argument be good, 
and I care not whether it is good or bad, then the 
technical organization of the home is at fault. If 
in order to get ‘‘help’”’ the housewives of the fu- 
ture are compelled to grant them fixed hours, they 
will so arrange their work as to comply with the 
inevitable.

We must simplify our households. No matter how 
radical a change we make, it is inevitable. The wom- 
en who employ domestic help must learn to forego 
slave driving. 

In what I have said I have used the word servant. 
It is a term that is absolutely forbidden in my own 
home. My own children do not know its meaning. 
In fact, it should have no meaning in connection with 
domestic help.

Unions have existed for brief 
periods, yet they seem, thus far, never to have be- 
come permanent. .For my own part, I cannot see 
why domestic help should not be organized as well 
as plasterers, printers or any other workers.

looked domestic labor in all their enactments. Why 
this should be so I cannot conceive. There is surely 
as much need for limiting the number of hours of 
service demanded of a domestic as there is for 
limiting those of a factory hand. It is something, 
I believe, that has been overlooked more by acc!l- 
dent than by intentional design. I think the time 
is not far distant when the law will step in and 
say it is a crime te make @ woman work 16 and 17 
hours at a stretch. 

In Europe they have a way of asking 12 hours of 
service from employes, but they give them one and 
one-half to two hours in the middle of the day for 
luneh and rest, and the result is a much easler work 
day than our American day of eight or ten hours at 
a stretch, with only time enough out for a hasty 
standing luncheon. If the nature of your household 
be such that you cannot get all the work done in eight

The solution of the domestic problem requires but 
one thing: Realize thst the woman who is work- 
ing for you is human, and above all, that she is a 
woman and loves and cherishes what fs dearest to a 
woman's heart—a home of her own.

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| WHEN MISSOURT OWNED HER RAILROA DS. oo 
“A Story of Hich Finance in the 50s Which Destroyed Many

T is almost forgotten that some forty years ago 

] Missouri tried State ownership of railroads. The 
experiment cost the people about $15,000,000, not to 
mertion several years of hard thinking. 

The Governor of Missouri became a railroad man 
ager. He established rates, ran trains, maintained 
th> t'acks, even added betterments to the properiy. 
He showed balances on the right side of the leiger. 
The Governor was proud of the record of rallroal 
inauagement by the State. He gave the facts in his 
incesages to the General Assembiy. But he did no! 
advise continuance of State ownership. 
experiment was on a scale somewhat impressive for 
those days, it did not suggest to the popular mind a 
permanent policy. The Governor told the Legislatur~ 
and the pecple that ‘ise paramount want" was com. 
pleted railroads, In that view public sentiment co- 
incided. State ownership found no advocates. Hav- 
ing ownership, the State deliberately disposed of it 
and substituted power to regulate. 

Missouri did not yleld readily or extravagantly to 
the early agitation for railroads. But for the para- 
lyzing effects of the Civil War upon her as a border 
‘Blate the wreck of railroad enterprise would not 

heave been so complete. In 1836 and the years im- 

mediately following, there were importunate advo 
cates of State ald. Mass meetings were held. Con 
ventions were organized. Ringing resolutions were 
adopted. Illinois was contributing millions for rai!- 
reads within her borders. The influence of this 
boom of the nearby neighbor was felt on the west 
side of the Mississippi. it did not, however, result 
in action. Partly owing to inherent conservatism, 
partly because of the waterway facilities, Missouri 
moved siowly in the building of railways. In 1839, 
2000 steamboats arrived at the St. Louis wharf. Not 
until 1851 was ground broken and construction be- 
gun on the edge of Chouteau Pond for the first rail- 
road out of St. Louis. The bed of Chouteau Pond 
is mow the famous Mill Creek Valley, the great rail- 
Way artery of St. Louis, through which flows more 
traffic than through any land channel of like width 
in the world. The spot where ground was broken in 
‘1851 was a few blocks east of the preseat Union 
Station of St. Louis. 

Missouri reserved no rate power over ratiroads. 
Charters granted from 1847 to 1857, the period of 
railroad beginning and construction, autborized the 
companies to fix their own passenger and freight 
rates. In specific terms they exempted the rallroads 
from the operation of the general statutes on the 
‘Subject of rate regulation. Like some other West- 
ern and like some Central states, Missouri as a re- 
sult of the desire to stimulate railroad extension, is- 
sued charters with extremely liberal provisions. But, 
as was not the cage in mapy other states, Missouri, 
through the disastrous effe@ts of the Civil War, for- 
| tunately found the opportunity to amend radically 
her relations with the roads. 


\ The policy of State ald to railroads began in Mis- 


souri in 1851. Charters were granted and bills were 
passed authorizing the issue of bonds, guaranteed 
by the State, to construct railroads. The condition 
attached to the aid was that the railroad company 
ust put up $50,000 of its own funds for each grant 
,@f $50,000 bonds by the State. This policy was given 
free trial until 1855, when the people of Missouri made 
the disagreeable discovery that the State had author. 
ized the issue of $9,000,000 of bonds; that the railroad 
building was ‘progressing very slowly; that the cost 
was twice or three times the original estimates; that 
these bonds which had commanded a premium when 
issued were below par and selling at an alarming 
discount. A change in the policy was imperative, but 


. > the change that took place seems inexplicable to this 


gereration, which cannot, realize the railroad mania 
ef that decade before the war. 

The railroad companies admitted that they were 
at the end of outside resources. They had raised 
and spent all that could be obtained in subscriptions 
from counties, cities, and individuals. They made 
the astounding proposition that the State authorize 
the issue of $10,000,000 more in aid bonds, $19,000.00) 
ir all. They asked that this aid be made available 
to them as they contributed, not dollar for dollar as 
before, but $1 of their money for $2 of State bonds, 
Fine promises were made that with tnis aid the roads 
vould be pushed through to the western and south 
ern borders of Missouri. Strange to tels 
lators were convinced by the reasoning that with 
this additional $10,000,000 the roads would be completed 
and that without i the State might lose what had 
been put fn. The bill passed, authorizing the issue 
of $10,000,000 to be applied in the proportion of $2 of 


the legis. 








While the 
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Gov. Sterling Price vetoed the bill, and in doing so 
he said to the General Assembly: ‘‘The bill is tanta- 
mount to a measure to bankrupt the Treasury and to 
blast the reputation of the State.’ He charged that 
the companies in bad faith had sold aid bonds and 
used the proceeds to pay interest upon previous is- 
sucs instead of for construction. But the Assembly 
passed the bill over the veto. Durinz two years the 
bonds were issued on the new basis of $2 of. the peo- 
ple’s money for $1 of the railroad money. Railroad 
building went on slowly through the Ozarks. 

In 1857 came the financial crisis. The issue of aid 
bonds was suspended. Tempted again by the hope of 
a spurt which might rush the roads to completion, 
the Legislature authorized large issues cf bonds on 
condition that the railroads expend small sums, prac- 
tically giving the company these issues. Beginning 
with 1859, the companies, one after another, ceased 
paying interest on the aid bonds. The State, to main- 
tain its credit, was compelled to issue and sell a4ddi- 
tional bonds to meet the defaulted interest. In the 
spring of 1861 came the war. The companies stopped 
building railroads. The State stopped paying interest 
ou the bonds. “The results of the ten years’ policy 
of aid to railroads stood as follows:

The discounts and commissions for the selling o” 
these bonds were $2,713,826. The net cash to the rail- 
roads was. $17,927,174. And not one of the railroads 
Was completed. Cities and counties had contributed 
‘hrcugh subscriptions $7,200,000. The State aid had 
been $2.°1 for every dollar put in from city, county, 
and private subscriptions. Of private- subscriptions 
ts stock the companies had obtained only $1,500,000. 
Of the $27.917,000 put into Missouri railroads in the 
decade before the war, $26,400,000 was public funds, 
or about $17 of the people’s money to every dollar 
raised by the railroad companies from private in 
vestors. 

With the return of peace in 1865, Missouri faced a 
railroad problem that required four years for solu- 
thon. It held first liens on the roads. Principal and 
interest of this railroad aid debt reached $31.735.0° 
before the policy of settlement had been fully carried 
out. No advocacy of permanent State ownership was 
developed. Popular sentiment almost universally de- 
meade... completion of the roads across thé State. Un- 
der such conditions of public feeling, Gov. Thomas 
C, Fletcher recommended and the General Assembly

Each road presented 
a problem different from the others. One road which 
gave the State most trouble and prompted the exper!- 
mew: 1. railroad operation by the State was known 
ier as the Southwest Branc.; it is now a part of 
the main stem of the Frisco system. Of this road 
tLe State took actual possession under circumstances 
which Gov..Fletcher explained to the General Assem- 
bly in a special message in January, 18€8, as follows: 

“The Southwest Pacific Railroad was disposed of to 
Gen. John C. Fremont, who offered for it, under all of 
the circumstances, a very liberal price. He was then 
represented and believed to be wealthy and able to 
influence a large amount of capital for such an en- 
terprise. He united it with the Atlantig & Pacific 
Railroad, a corporation which was organized under 
an act of Congress with power to build a railroad 
from Springfield, Mo., to the Pacific Ocean, with a 
grant of land for that purpose exceeding in quantity 
afd value any grant ever made to a corporation in 
America. He paid $326,000 to the State, as required by 
the terms of the sale. 

“On the expiration of one vear from date of sale I 
was satisfied that the sum of $500,000 had not been ex- 
pended in the work of ‘graduation, masonry, and 8uU- 
perstructure of the extension of the road, as required 
by the contract. The congractors and laborers were 
not paid: but little worn being done; the means 
and credit of the compan appeared to be exhausted; 
of its operatives and employes were unpaid; and 
no reasonable ground remained for hope of a com- 
pliance on its part. Under the power given me by 
law, I took possession of the road and appointed Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk agent. to operate it until the General 
Assembly shall otherwise dispose of the same for the 
purpose of foreclosing the State's lien or mortgage.” 

A report of about six months’ operation of the road 
by the agent of the State shows receipts to have 
been $118,970.83. The expenditures for the same period 
were $112,006.38, but the expenditures covered much 
more than operating expenses. ven. Fisk retained 
the working organization of the road. As the receipts 
exceeded expenses, he paid ta officers and employes 
the salaries and wages past due, applying In th‘s 
way during the six months the sum of $18,533.29. The 
report further shows the purchasé out of the receipts 
of several thousand ties. An engine house was built 
at Little Piney. A tank house at Sullivan was added 
te the equipment. The report concludes: ‘Extensive 
repairs have been made on engines and cars, and the 
track bas been placed in most excellent condition.”’ 

In a special message the Governor recommended 
that the road be given away to secure its completion. 
Legisiution paved the way for the organization of a 
company which guaranteed extension. The agent of 
the State, Gen. Fisk, assisted in the organization of 
the company, continuing to operate the road at a 
profit until the company was ready to give the guar- 
antees required and to take over the property. 

In the foreclosure of the State’s liens and in the 
sale of the roads to the new companies, as each set- 
tlement was made, was found the opportunity to 
which this far-sirhted Governor drew attention.- The 
experiment of :;ailroad ownership is an historical fact 
which has speciai interest at this time. Of greater 
significance, perhaps, is the regulation feature which 
was meade part of the readjustment of relations with 
the railroads of Missouri.

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At that time the State practically owned every mile 
of railroad in Missouri. Of one road the Governor 
had taken actual possession; he was operating it. 
The other roads, while being operated by companies, 
belonged to the State by virtue of long existing de. 
fault on the bonds which the State had issued to

When in 186 the Fletcher administration entered 
upon the solution of the railroad problem in Mis- 
souri there were 826 miles of road in the State. When 
in 1868 the last of the foreclosures and sales were 
completed there were 13% miles, and on the Southwest 
Branch, which the State had operated, 2000 men were 
making the dirt fly. Fremont, who was dispossessed 
of the Southwest Branch, had been the head of the 
Republican ticket for the presidency. Fisk, who suc- 
ceeded Fremont, to demonstrate successfully rallroad 
by the State, was to become a national 
standard bearer of the Prohibition party. The roads 
which State money built and on which the State ex- 
pended without financial return néarly $20,000,000, are 
today the trunk lines of the Missouri. Pacifis, the Iron 
Mountain, the Wabash, the Frisco, and the Burling. 

They are the main stems of 
7000 miles of railroad valued at $350,000,000 within the

OMESTIC service today is nothing but benevo- 
lent feudalism. It is a system so pernicious 
that the inevitable revolt has not only set in 

but has gathered full headway. It began years ago, 
and until a change of conditions actually takes place 
the repugnance of women for domestic service will 
continue to grow until our homes are entirely denuded 
of servants. 

The problem of domestic service is one that cannot 
be treated lightly or solved easily. Its ultimate 
solution is inevitable and will be brought about, I 
firmly believe, almost as speedily without as with 
the aid of the public itself. The time is not far 
distant when domestic. service will either be desti- 
tute of women or will be coriducted under a system 
that will remove a!l social stigma from the work 
and permit those engaged in it to maintain them- 
selves as the heads of their own homes. 

[ have studied the problem for several years. 
The research I have made has been carried on in- 
dependently of my work in the service of the Gov- 
ernment. I began it and have carried it on through

Just as justly as the store girl, the factory girl, 
the stenographer or any other hired employe in the 
world has his or her fixed hours of service, so should 
the domestic. She should be expected to report at 
a certain hour and be permitted to leave at some 
other fixed hour. If unforeseen circumstances, such 
as often arise in the household, make it necessary to 
keep her busy after hours, then she should have 
extra pay. 

That domestic work is solitary work cannot be 
denied. That the domestic would prefer to be called 
Miss or Mrs. So-and-So is immaterial. Such trifilng 
complaints would never cause a class of work that in 
1870 attracted 48 per cent of all the women employed 
in the United States to deteriorate in popularity 
until 1900 saw only one-half the number, or 24 per 
cent, of working women so engaged. 

The solution is not so simple. Treating “heip’’ 
well: will not of itself make domestic service popu- 
lar. If it would we should have all the house help 
we want. The fault is with the entire system, and 
it will have to be entirely changed achieve the 
result we desire.

The young couple today can move into a steam-heat- 
ed flat and do without “help”. at all. Such a thing. 
is not possible in Germany. If so decided a step in 
advance has been made, why vannot the progress 
continue? 

We must simplify our households. No matter how 
radical a change we make, it is inevitable. The wom- 
en who employ domestic help must learn to forego 
slave driving. 

In what I have said I have used the word servant. 
It is a term that is absolutely forbidden in my own 
home. My own children do not know its meaning. 
In fact, it should have no meaning in connection with 
domestic help. 

Domestics in several cities have tried from time 
to time to organize. Unions have existed for brief 
periods, yet they seem, thus far, never to have be- 
come permanent. For my own part, I cannot see 
why domestic help should not be organized as well 
as plasterers, printers or any other workers. 

Legislatures, too, seem persistently to have over- 
looked domestic labor in all their enactments. Why 
this should be so I cannot conceive. There is surely 

need for limiting the number of hours of 
demanded of a domestic as there is for 
limiting those of a factory hand, It is something, 
I believe, that has been overlooked more by accl- 
dent than by intentional design. I think the time 
is not far distant when the law will step in and 
say it is a crime te make ; woman work 16 and 17 
hours at a stretch. 

In Europe they have a way of asking 12 hours of 
service from employes, but they give them one and 
one-half to two hours in the middle of the day for 
lunch and rest, and the result is a much easier work 
day than our American day of eight or ten hours at 
a stretch, with only time enough out for a hasty 
standing luncheon. If the nature of your household 
be such that you cannot get all the work done in eight 
or ten hours, take 12, but find time to give vour helpa 
resting spell in the middle of the day. And then, if 
you must keep her late, pay her.

The School of Philanthrophy was al- 
lotted $5500 to investigate the cost of liv- 
ing in St. Louis and to gather statistics 
on county outdoor relief work. 

William T. Cross of Missouri and 
Edwin B. Miller of Denver have been 
selected to visit different counties and 
find out how much money was spent for 
poor relief, how it was spent and who 
received it. 

Educttes for Charity Work. 

. The St. Louis School of Philanthropy 
was founded by W. H. McClain of the 
Provident Association and its purpose is 
to educate people for sociological and 
charitable work. At the National Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction at 
Milwaukee last summer, the school sug- 
gested five subjects for investigation to 
the trustees of the Sage Foundation 
Fund, and of these the cost of living 
and poor relief in the counties were 
selected and meney appropriated to pay 
the expense of the work.

Expert Shoemaker Ends Life 
After Asking Landlady Not 
to Disturb Him. 








For two days the body of John Storks, 
o4 years old, an expert shoemaker, lay 
in his room at 216 South Second street, 
after he had drunk carbolic acid. He 
had instructed his landlady to leave him 
undisturbed whenever he failed te come 
from his room. 

With a glass containing the last drops 
of a draught of acid beside him, he 
was found dead at 6 o'clock last evening 
by Lucy Baldwin, the daughter of the 
landlady. Physicians from the City Dis- 
pensary said the man must have been 
dead at least two days. The body was 
removed to the Morgue. 

Storks had been employed as a hand 
sewér by the’ McNamara Shoe and Last 
Co., at 211 North Tenth street. He was 
last seen Thursday morning, when he 
told Mrs. Baldwin that he had lost his 
position. Friday morning, she attempted 
to enter his room, but found the door 
bolted. Remembering his oft-repeated 
admonition to leave him undisturbed at 
such times, she made no further effort 
to arouse him until last evening, when 
her daughter entered the room by means 
©" a pass key, the door having Since been 
unboited. Storks was lying on his back 

on the bed. His coat and shoes were 
off, and beside him on a chair stood 
the empty glass. In the stove was found 
the whisky flash which had contained 
the acid. 

Storks’ son is said to be in Paducah.

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 23.—Thomas D. 
Worrall, known on every farm in the 
Northwest as “the man who whipped 
the grain trust,”” was found dead in his 
real estate office here this afternoon. 
He had killed himself by drinking car- 
bolic acid. 

“Tom’* Worrall, big, bluff, good- 
natured, had a peculiar blend of con- 
science and inborn love of a fight. For 
many years he was a member of the 
grain trust himself and threw all his 
tremendous energy into developing and 
building up its “system.” Then he re- 
pented. 

He did not lag when conscience called. 
but turned ‘about face in a day and 
began the memorable confilict which 
stirred the whole wheat growing coun- 
tr’ and became one of the most spec- 
tacular dramas in the history of Amer- 
ican finance, with “1oem" Worrall al- 
ways at the front of the stage and in 
the very center of the spotlight. 

Bared Sccrets in a Book. 

He threw down the gauntlet to the 
grain trust by writing a book, wherein 
he bared his own heart and the secrets 
of the grain trust. 

“T have done my duty,” he wrote, ‘‘T 
have made what reparation I could for 
the wrongs I have committed. I have 
shed the sunlight of publicity on the 
grain trust and now I leave it to the 
people to deal with it as they see fit.’ 

For years he had suffered from rheu- 
matism and neuralgia. He had a par- 
ticularly severe attack several days ago. 
Friday evening he left home presum- 
ably on a business errand. He never 
was seen alive again. Writing a fare- 
well letter to each member of his family 
he spread his overcoat on the floor, sat 
down on it and drank a glass of acid. 

The body was found by Cc. M. Bran- 
gon, his partner. 

His fight with the grain trust began 
when he started @ “shovel house” at 
the little town of Agnew, Neb., near 
Lincoln. He was refused cars until 
he finally buiflt an elevator. The Oma- 
ha Elevator Co., which had an ele- 
vyator at that point, fought bitterly 
to run him out. 

He lost money, but finally he 


itulated. 

‘ He admitted that when he joined 
the trust he worked as heartily with 
it as he had against it. Sickening of 
its methods, he withdrew and start- 
ed the Worrall Grain Co. at Omaha, 
Driven from this he invoked the law. 


Commission Goes Over State. 


Norris Brown, Attorney-General, be- 
gan suit to crush the trust and ‘““Tom” 
Worrall was the chief witness. From 
place to place about the State the 
commission traveled, taking depost- 


tions. 

All independent elevator men and 
all members of the trust were 
brought before this tribunal and sub- 
jected to withering examination. Al- 
ways there was “Tom W orrall, 
primed with facts and questions. The 
grain men were subjected to relent- 
less grueling. 

Again and again admissions of a 
price ‘‘system” were wrung from 
them. Confessions of pressure upon 
the railways to kill rivals by car 
delay were made. Always underneath 
this alleged butchery of rivals Was 
merciless crushing of prices where- 
by to reap the greatest posaible 
margin from the farmers, 

The grain men pleaded with Wor- 
rall to let up. He said he was of- 
fered vast sums of money to keep al- 
lent. He laughed in their facea, 
Keeping up apparently friendly re. 
lations with all of them he blasoned 
their secrets without malice or merey, 
The depositions all completed, the 
case was thrashed out in the Mupreme 
Court, the hearing consuming 4 year

The mother and child were found by 
residents of the house, who heard the 
cries of both, and broke in the yeung 
woman's door. 

Dr. Joseph Hardy of 7630 South 
Broadway was summoned and sent the 
mother, and her child to the City Hes- 
pital, the yeung woman in an ambu- 
lance, and the baby in a street car in 
the arms of Sergt. Henby of the Caron- 
delet District. 


Baby Expected to Live. 
Physicians at the Hospital have little 


hope of the young woman’s recovery. 
She was unconscious when borne into 
the reception room. The baby seems 
healthy and likely to live. 

A note, written on rough paper in lead 
pencil, and in German, was found near 
the bed: 

“I must die because J—— and C— 
took my money away. I have none to 
pay. I am sick and can’t get a doc- 
tor.” 

The mother is 20 years old and came 
as a domestic to the family living at 
6020 Michigan avenué only five days age.

Thinks That’s Reason of 
Pacific Cruise. 


MAYOR TELLS WHY 
ATLANTIC FLEET SAILED 


About a year ago I received in- 
formation from a reliable source 
that a Japanese with a photograph- 
ic outfit was observed engaged in 
making careful sketches of the res- 
voirs which hold this city’s supply 
of water, also that Japanese were 
engaged in making sketches and 
taking photographs of the hiiis im- 
mediately adjoining and to the 
west of this city. I reported this 
to the Federal authorities at Wash- 
ington. Yesterday in an address 
of welcome to the officers of the 
Oregon National Guard I referred 
to it and asked if they were as 
well informed respecting the value 
of the strategic points about: this 
city as was the inquisitive and in- 
dustrious gentlemen of whom I 
spoke.

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 28.—Mayor 
Lane, who informed the National Guard 
convention here that Japanese spies had 
obtained war maps ef this city, says: 

“I told the President that I did not 
wish any reply or to be informed of any 
action that might be taken, but I think 
that probably secret service agents 
were sent and that their representations 
were of sufficiently grave import to 
cause the dispatching of the Atlantic 
squadron to the Pacific Coast. 

“I first learned of the activity of the 
Japanese in this neighborhood one year 
ago from a policeman, who discovered 
one of them making a plan of the west- 
ern portion of the city. Immediate in- 
vestigation was made by me leading to 
the startling discovery that the Japa- 
nese had obtained first-class maps of the 
city and its surroundings.”’ 

The Mayor says that the immediate 
territory about Portland contains hordes 
of drilled Japanese, some of whom are 
officers in the Mikado’s army or have 
been such, some as high as major-gen- 
erals. He declares that they largely 
control the military situation in Oregon 
at present, being employed in large 
numbers by railroads and being intrust- 
ed with immense supplies of powder. 
Why Didn’t They Buy a Map? 

WASHINGTON, Déc. 28.—If Mayor 
Lane of Portland has complained to 
the Government that Japanese spies 
have been making maps of the city, no- 
body here knows anything about it.

BROOKLYN POLICE 
OLD A BUSINESS 
MAN AS THIEF 


Wolf, Accused by Detective, 
Charged With Having 
Picked Pockets Here . 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28—A case of dual 
personality scarcely, if ever, surpassed 
in criminal annals has been revealed, it 
is claimed, by the Brooklyn police, by 
the incarceration in Raymend Street 
Jail of a pleasant-faced, mild-mannered, 
well-dressed young man who gives his 
name as Louis Wolf. 

Though Wolf has been for a year or 
more @ prosperous and respected rug 
manufacturer in East New York, he is 
accused by the police of being a skillful 
professional pickpocket who has served 
prison terms in Chicago and St. Louis. 
He is néw locked up on the charge of 
grand larceny, it being alleged that he 
picked $50 from the pocket of a Ridge- 
wood man named Heller some weeks 
ago on a Myrtle avenue trolley car. 

Capt. Kuhne, in charge of Brook- 
lyn dctective headquarters, said to- 
night: 

“There is absolutely no doubt of 
the identity of Louis Wolf, the rug 
maker, with the Louis Wolf who 
served terms in Chicago and St. 
Louis for pocket picking. We have 
one charge against him here, and de- 
tective Reynolds declares he is the 
man who attempted to pick his pock- 
et recently. 

Have St. Louis Picture, 

“My idea is that Wolf, when he came 
to Brooklyn from the West, really meant 
to settle down in some respectable busi- 
ness and outlive his past. But he saw 
such ‘easy marks’ on the street cars 
that he was unable to resist the tempta- 
tion to resume his old occupation. We 
have his photograph from the rogues’ 
gallery of St. Louis, and it is an even 
better picture of him than we have 
taken for our own gallery. He does 
not admit either his guilt on the present 
charge or his identity with the Western 
crook.”’ 

Accordins to the police, Wolf, who is 
years old and unmarried, came to 
Brooklyn from Chicago in 1906 and 
opened a carpet and rug factory at 
Fulton and Bradford streets. He called 
it the “Textile Rug and Upholstering 
Works,” and he had a partner, the 
name of the firm being Wolf & Will- 
mer. Some time ago this*firm was dis- 
sclved, and Wolf kept in the business 
for himself, his new cards reading the 
“Textile Rug Works.”’ 

Aceused by Detective, 

Three months ago Detective James 
Reynolds was riding on the platforra 
of a Ralph avenue car, when he felt 
a hand in his pocket. He accused two 
men on the platform. They got off 
Reynolds caught one, who proved to 
be Wolf. Thé other man also was cap- 
tured. When Reynolds charged Wolf 
with trying to pick his pocket wolf 
grew angry and pulled out his business 
ecard. He made such a stromg argument 
that Reynolds, after locking Wolf up 
on the charge of disorderly conduct, 
weakened on the pickpocket charge and 
let it drop, believing that he might 
have been mistaken.

Indiana Man Began Schemé 
to “Even Up” Against Chum 
Months Ago: 





Henry Weineke, who was bound, 
chlereformed and mutilated in a room- 
ing house at 3 South Twenty-second 
street, believes that death by shooting 
was the fate first chosen for him by 
William Crane, his employer and life- 
long friend, with whose wife Weineke 


was in love. 

That Welneke was lured to St. Louis 
by Crane for the purposes of a swift 
vengeance is the theory on which a gen- 
eral order for the arrest of Crane has 
been sent out. 

For three years Weineke had been 
employed as a farmhand by his friend 
and chum, Crane. He lived at the 
Crane home and was treated as one of 
the family. 

Husband Hears Gossip. 

Gossip connected his name with that 
of Mrs. Crane and was heard by the 
husband four months ago. He said 
nothing, but Weineke believes that he 
began at once to plan for revenge. 

He sent his wife and two children to 
the home of her father, George Stader, 
near Neosho, Mo., and made prepara- 
tions to fellow her. 

To .Weineke he was as friendly as 
ever. He talked of the money to be 
made in the mines in the country 
around Neosho and begged Weineke to 
accompany him there. Together they | 
left Seymour Thursday night and ar- 
rived in 8t. Louis Friday morning. 

Drank and Played Cards. 

They went to the rooming house on 
Tvwrenty-second street and engaged a 
room on the second floor. 

Fer three hours in the afterneon they 
drank and played cards in their room. 
Weineke lay down on the bed and 
Crane sat at the table playing solitaire. 
Once Crane arose, went to the corner 
where Weineke’s shotgun rested and 
picked up the weapon and examined it. | 
He put it down and returned to the card 
table. 

Weineke says that he remembers no 
more until he awoke in agony. His 
hands and feet were bound with ropes. 
A pillow case saturated with chloroform 
had. been pulled over his head and tied 
about his neck with a cord. 

After struggling nearly an hour he 
released his han and freed his head 
from the pillow case. He fainted, and 
when he. came to, half an hour later, 
he untied the rope which held his feet. 
Again he fainted. 

Staggers Into Hall, 

At 4 a. m. he arose, and, staggering 
into the hall, he called for help. Thomas 
Howell, husband of Mrs. Mary Howell, 
keeper of the house, went to his aid. 
Howell summoned the police and Wei- 
neke was taken to the City Hospital, 
where it is said he will recover. 

He says that Crane had two revolv- 
ers when they went to the reoming 
house. This appeared to him as un- 
usual, because he knew that Crane had 
never carried firearms. He recalls, too, 
that Crane urged him to take his shot- 
gun with him when they left Seymour. 
He told Weineke that Neosho was in 
a fine country for hunting.- When 
Weineke suggested that the gun be sent 
on by express Crane told him that it 
might get lost. Crane bought shells 
for the gun and carried them in his grip. 

Weineke says that he believes that 
when Crane picked up the shotgun in 
their room he meant to use it. 

" Orane Carried in Bundles. 

Mrs. Howell says that Crane left the 
house several times during the aft- 
ernoon and that each time he carried a 
bundle when he returned. 

His final departure from the house 
was at 6:30 p. m., half an hour after 
the time when Weineke says he went 
to sleep. 

Crane is considered wealthy. He 
owns three farms near Seymour. He 
studied medicine and surgery for two 
years in Louisville. Each of the men is 
81 vears old. They were born and 
reared in Seymour and went to school 
together.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—Little 
Miss Grace Colvin, daughter of a letter 
carrier, awoke, this morning to find all 
Washington talking of her as the ifttle 
girl who had wen Quentin Roosevelt, 
youngest son ef the President, away 
from his toys and his bey friends. 

The home of the Colvins, a modest 
three-story frame house, was besieged 
by newspapers reporters, all anxious to 
set an interview with the little girl 
Supposed te have beaten the younger 
maidens of the smart set to the heart 
of the President's son. The family has 
thought nothing more of the friendship 
between the little girl of the house 
and Quentin Roosevelt than between 
Grace and a dozen or more boys of 
the Ferce Schoel and the neighborhood 
who are fond of the same little lady. 

When a reporter fer the Post-Dispatch 
called at the Colvin heme a bright little 
boy of 14 was waiting te take Grace to 
a Sunday-Scheol entertainment. 


Are “Very O14 Friends.” 


Quentin, who is 10 years old, has been 
a visitor to the Colvin home for more 
than two years, and he and Grace are, 
conscyuentiy, “very old friends.” At 
first he used te go there attended by 
the secret, service man, who always took 
him to school, but of late he has gone 
about himself. A few days ago, how- 
ever, he overstayed his time. 

..e had been playing with Grace in the 
front yard, and, remembering that he 
was due at the White House, he asked 
Mrs. Colvir “please to tell him the 
time.”’ Mrs. Colvin teld him it was 
after 4 o’clock, and he gathered up his 
books and trotted off. A few minutes 
later the secret service man loomed up. 
Both reached the White House at the 
same time, and Quentin was roundly 
teased by the attaches for beirig late. He 


is a sturdy ttle chap and cannot be 
teased, however, so he simply tossed his 
head and said: “Well, . was having a 
good time, anyway.” — 

Grace is a pretty little girl, who does 
not look a day older than her 12 years, 
She has large, expressive brown eyes 
and dark brown hair. Her ieatures are 
reguiar and she has a bright, winning 
way. She is not at all pleased with 
the attention she has attracted, nor are 
her parents. 

“Not a Sweetheart,” She Says. 

Grace, an unassuming little girl, re- 
gards Quentin not as a President's son, 
but as one of Ler schoolmates, who 
is a congenial companion and & very 
bright boy. They play games together 
during the schoel recess and very often 
after the classes are over. But she re- 
sents any idea that Quentin is to be 
regarded in the light of a sweetheart. 

“Quentin is one of my friends,” she 
said, “and I am very fend ef him. But 
he is not the only one. Yes, I received 
a Christmas gift frem him, but he is 
& very thoughtful little boy, and I 
guess he wanted me to know that ne 
had net forgotten me at Christmas. 

“We have gone to the same school for 
twe years, and everybody over there 
likes Quentin. He is nice to everybody 
and you would never think of him as 
the President’s son, but as a fine play- 
mate ahd a good-hearted little boy. He 
is full of fun and knows so many 
things that other boys don’t.

FIGHT IN COUR 
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Bonfils Refuses to Answer 


Assault Charge, Judge 
Forces Him to Trial. 





PATTERSON ON STAND 





Ex-Senator Tells How He Was 
_ Attacked by Rival 
Journalist. 





FEUD OF MANY YEARS 





Trouble Grew Out of Business 
Competition, Then Be- 
came Personal. 





DENVER, Colo, Dec. 2%.—Fred G. 
Ponfils, one of the proprietors of the 
Denver Post, refused to plead to the 
complaint charging him with assault 
and battery upon former Senator 
Thomas M. Patterson, principal owner 
of the Rocky Mountain News and the 
Denver Times, in Justice Thomas Car- 
lon’s court today. 

The court thereupon entered a plea 
of not guilty and the trial was begun. 

Mr. Patterson related the . circum- 
stances of the attack upon him, and be- 
fore his examination was finished the 
hearing was adjourned until Monday 
next. 

The severe beating which was ad- 
ministered to former Senator T. M. Pat- 
terson by Bonfils last Thursday came 
as the result of a warfare which has 
been carried on between these men 
for the last 10 years, although uniil 
Thursday it had been bloodless. The 
encounter has by no means caused a 
cessation of hostilities and there is ev- 
ery indication that they will continue 
indefinitely. 

Bonfils, the chief proprietor of the 
Denver Post, is a middle-aged man of 
robust physique, energetic and of strong 
passions. Patterson owns the Rocky 
Mountain News and the Denver Times 
He is now over 60 years old. He be- 
gan life as a jawyer and made a repu- 
tation in criminal cases. He has always 
taken an active part in politics, where 
his policy has invariably been to domi- 
nate his party or wreck it temporarily. 

Business Rivairy Causes Row. 

The Se originally grew out of busi- 
ness rfvairy between the two papers. 
When Bonfils got control of the Post 


it Was a small paper. He was a wealthy | 


man and spent his money freely in 
building it up. He attacked the Times, 
his afternoon rival (not then owned by 
Patterson) and also the Rocky Moun- 
tain News. This fight was kept up for 
months. The Post claimed that the 
News was exaggerating its circulation, 
and Patterson, in his paper, retorted in 
kind. This was before the affair had 
reached the stage of bitter personalities 
which have marked it in recent years, 
although even then the charges which 
were made were so strong as to excite 
comment. 

Then tame a circulation contest, each 
paper putting up a certain sum of 
money. The examination was conducted 
by a@ committee of business men. This 
was won by the Post, which was not 
at all backward in gloating over its 
.Yival. Soon after this Patterson bought 
the Denver Times, and since then the 
fight has been waged in earnest. With 
the Times Patterson purchased what 
has since been his principal weapon 
against Bonfils. The paper had been 
under the control of certain public util- 
ity corporations. Men at the head of 
them, angered by the constant attacks 
made by Bonfils, sent to Kansas City, 
where they obtained what purported to 
be facta concerning his record before 
he moved to Denver. 

According to these statements, which 
were published in the Times before Pat- 
terson got control, Bonfils had conduct- 
ed lottery games, described as swin-

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whatever position the Post took, it was 
charged with blackmail, either consum- 
mated or attempted. 

Payment of Money Charged. 

On one oceasion the Patterson papers 
charged that they had positive knowl- 
edge that money had been paid the Post 
for its support of a certain franchise 
measure: It inaugurated a guessing 
contest among its readers 1s to what 
sum had been paid. Patterson, with his 
legal training, generally was more care- 
ful in the wording of his attacks than 
was Bonfils, who did not hesitate to 
express himself in any way he saw fit. 

After one of these attacks the Post 
jhad something to say on the bribery 
matter, its proprietors claiming that 
Patterson had attempted to buy their 
support when he was conducting a cam- 
paign for the United States senatorship. 
It also started a contest, asking its 
readers to guess how much he had of- 
fered the Post. On the following Sun- 
day, Nov. 6, 1904, it printed the answer. 
It first told of how Patterson sought a 
conference, which was held in the of- 
fice of the Post; that he explained that 
he wanted the support of that paper, 
and then made this proposition to Bon- 
fils and his partner: 

“Now I have set apart $50,000 from 
the money I have accumulated in my 
law practice to insure my election. I 
want you and Mr. Tammen (Bonfils’ 
partner) to acept a little retainer. If 
this is agreeable to you and Mr. Tam- 
men I will bring over to your office 
$5000 in cash.” The article goes on to 
state that the offer was refused and 
that Patterson then proposed to use his 
influence to secure the election of the 
Post proprietors to the Legislature, 
which was likewise declined. 


Much Red Ink Used. 

The attacks on both sides always were 
given great prominence, being printed 
in large type on the front pages of 
each paper, and generally in red ink. 

More intimate personal affairs were 
not everlooked. Patterson is a widower 
and at least twice the Post has an- 
nounced that he was to take a second 
wife. Once it said ‘‘the Senator’s name 
has been coupled recently with that of 
a gay and fascinating widow of Chey- 
enne, and friends of both are charmed 
at the ardent way in which he puts 
aside his senatorial duties to become 
the frisky captor of Cupid.’’ On another 
oceasion it was announced that he was 
to wed a club woman of material prom- 
inence. 

The campaign of a year ago, when 
Simon Guggenheim was elected United 
Btates Senator to succeed Patterson 
helped along the feud. Patterson was 
fighting Guggenheim. Bonfils’ paper 
was silent, the position taken by all 
friends of Guggenheim. Patterson 
charged that Bonfils had been instru- 
mental in inducing Judge Ben B. Lind- 
sey to run for Governor on an inde- 
pendent ticket; that the scheme was to 
place certain nominess for the Legisla- 
ture on the Lindsey ticket, defeating 
the Democratic candidates and electing 
Kepublican legislators who would be fa- 


lyorable to Guggenheim. This charge 


Was accompanied by allegations of 
“blackmail and graft.” It provoked a 
reply on Oct. 14, 196, one of the warm- 
est in the long controversy. 
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more. In commenting on it he said: 

‘Before coming to Denver Bonfils op- 
erated in Kansas City. He ran eight 
fake lotteries under different aliases. 
The press exposed the gigantic frauds 
and their owner and beneficiary, F, G. 
Bonfils. Can any man transact business 
with him without knowing that he will 
be swindled? Isn’t he a pretty knave to 
dare to question a Denver merchant’s 
honesty and attempt to drive him into 
paying his swindling advertising rates 
by the intimidations of the blackmail- 
er?’’ 

Fight Grows More Bitter. 

Still commenting on the Appel case, 
Patterson said editorially on May 22 
of this year: 

“The fining of Appel (for assault on 
a customer) only adds to the odium of 
the blackmailing warfare that F. G. 
Bonfils is waging in his paper against 
him. With ghoulish glee Bonfils pur- 
sues those who will be not bulldosed to 
submission. For more than a week this 


unprovoked and villainous attack has 
been conducted. The blackmailer is a 
criminal at heart and there is 
no depth of crime he will not descend 
to in order to gain his end.’’ 

The attack which provoked the as- 
sault was printed last Tuesday. Pat- 
terson and his branch of the Democracy 
are fighting the city administration, 
which represents the other faction. It 
is the Mayor’s policy to run an “open’’ 
town, and this has called forth bitter 
attacks from Patterson, particularly on 
the question of open eainbling. The Post 
champions the Mayor, and on Monday 
it printed an article attacking Patter- 
son for inconsistency. 

He is part owner in a fair grounds as- 
sociation which controls a race track. 
It was pointed out that this associa- 
tion made most of its money through 
bookmaking privileges at race meets 
and that Patterson was thus a sharer in 
the gamblers’ spoils. The following day 
the News printed what purported to 
be a picture of Bonfils, which had been 
retouched by an artist in such a way 
as to give the face a particularly vil- 
lainous expression. In the course of 
Patterson’s reply he said that Bonfils 
had demanded biackmail from the 
backers of the fair grounds association 
and that the language of the article 
showed it had “been written by a man 
who was either drunk or insane.”’ 


What Caused the Fight. 


He concluded: “Now that the pro- 
moters are attacked by a notorious 
blackmailer, the News feels it is its 
duty to place the fact fairly and ac- 
curately before the public. Publicity 
is the most powerful weapon to use 
against the blackmailer. The News. will 
continue to use it against Mr. Bonfils, 
aillas Wynn, until he is either driven 
out of the business he disgraces, or 
sent to -the Penitentiary, where he be- 
longs.”’ 

It was the concluding sentence which 
aroused Bonfils’ anger to its greatest 
pitch. He met Patterson near the State 
Capitol and gave him a severe beating. 
Patterson says he remembers nothing 
after the first blow until he heard Bon- 
fils threaten to kill him {ff he printed 
his name again. Then Patterson. ac- 
cording to his newspapers, sat up on 
the pavement and observed that he 
had but one life to live and that he 
would continue to do his duty. 
Patterson claims that Bonfils “‘sneaked 
up from behind,” and assaulted him. 
Bonfils says, “the distinguished Mr. 
Thomas M. Patterson is making a great 
muss in his paper about a spanking 
I gave him the other morning.”

Cruelty All That Will Prevent 
Death of Morphine Poi- 
soned Patients. 








The humane cruelty of slaps, blows 
and lashes with switches and wet tow- 
els, by which physicians seek to pre- 
vent persons poisoned by morphia from 
sinking into fatal sleep, has saved the 
lives of 40 men and women at the City 
Hospital in the past two years, accord- 
ing to Assistant Superintendent Shank- 
land. 

Public attention was called to the use 
of these violent means by the Cor- 
oner’s investigation last week of a 
broken ribs and numerous cuts and 
bruises probably inflicted at the City 
Hospital, according to the doctors who 
treated Henry C. Corey, an aged man, 
in their vigorous attempt during three 
weary hours to save his life. 

They admitted lashing him with wet 
towels and compressing his chest with 
al. the strength of their hands to induce 
artificial respiration. But, as the pa- 
tient was almost dead when he reached 
the hospital, their labors were in vain. 

Results Justify Methods, 

‘The probability of causing a few 
bruises or even broken bones,” says 
Dr. Shankland, ‘‘weighs as _ nothing 
against the possibility of saving a hu- 
man life. The public is accustomed to 
the amputation of a leg to save the 
whole body from blood poisoning. The 
instances are parallel.”’ 

Medical authorities are agreed that 
in severe cases of opium poisoning the 
most extreme measures may be used. 
Death in such cases is not caused, ag is 
popularly supposed, by sleep, but by the 
padalysis of the respiratory centers, 
which sleep allows to become complete. 
As long as the patient can kept 
awake, he is able to breathe by the ex- 
evtion of his will. 

Dr. Hobart Amory Hare, an eminent 
physician and medical author, advises 
that the patient be kept awake by beat- 
ing him with switches and walking him 
up and down between attendants. Ex- 
cept in extremities, however, he holds 
both measures to be reprehenstble, the 
first causing cuts and bruises, and the 
eccond making death by exhaustion pos- 
sible. 


Slapping in Face Effective. 
Dr. Horatio ©. Wood, another authori- 


ty, advocates shouting in the ears, flag- 
ellation with fine, sharp twigs and shak- 
ing. He is also in favor of alternate 
douches of ice cold and hot water as a 
means of preventing sleep. Dr. George 
M. Gould, editor of American Medicine, 
is also in favor of lashing, loud nolses, 
and strong shocks from an electric cur- 
rent. Dr. William Osler, however, dep- 
recates all these methods as likely to 
be injurious, and lays all stress on proe- 
ducing artificial respiration. 

“Cine of the best methods,”” says a 
City Hospital physician, ‘‘is to arouse 
the patient's anger by slapping him re- 
peatedly with enough force to sting, 
on both sides of the face. His indigna- 
tion is often strong enough to keep him 
awake for several minutes. Repeat the 
puffets when he begins to sink once 
reore into slumber." 

Up to today, 18 cases of opium poison- 
ing have been treated this year at the 
City Hospital. Of these five died. Laat 
year the number of cases was 36, with 
only three deaths. The # who lived, 
say the physicians, owe the fact to 
ibeir apparently savage treatment by 
the doctors.

Judge Grosscup and Other 
Stockholders Pay Victims 
of Mattoon Disaster.

MATTOON, Ill., Dec. 28.—By an or- 
der entered in Circuit Court late Friday 
evening, all claims for damages against 
the Central Illinois Traction Co. as a 
result of the interurban wreck of Avg. 
3%. in which 18 were killed and 50 in- 
jured, are settled on a basis of $41,000, 
and prosecution is dropped. This is 
about 17 per cent of the claims. 

Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup, Marshall E. 
Sampsell, Arthur W. Underwood and 
Francis 8. Peabody, Chicago directors 
of the company and the heaviest stock 
holders, acting independently of the 
company in November, submitted to at- 
torneys representing the claimants a 
proposal to settle for $40,000, which sum 
they declared they would voluntarily 
raise among themselves.

Forced to Accept Terms. 

The attorneys held another confer- 
ence, and wired Judge Grosscup. The 
latter agreed to dig up an additionai

and Judge James. W. Craig, in Circuit 
Court Friday evening, apportioned this 
among the two women, giving Mrs 
Cole $3000 in all and Mrs. Price $500, 
and informing them that they must ac- 
cept. 

The two claimants declare that they 
will carry their claims to the highest 
ceurts rather than settle for the amount 
fixed by the court, and a long fight is 
expected. 

Other claimants will accept the sums 
agreed upon, which range from $200 to 
$2200 for death, and from $2 to $2000 
for personal injury. 

This settlement brings an end to the 
petitions alleging fraud in connection 
with the $1,850,000 mortgages against the 
company held in trust by Chicago trust 
companies. The petitions attacking 
these mortgages and accusing Judge 
Grosscup, Sampsell, Underwood, Pea- 
body and other men high in financial 
and social circles of Chicago with con- 
spiracy to defraud the creditors of the 
traction company and the holders of the 
common stock were filed itn Circuit 
Court soon after the traction company 
went into the hands of a receiver. The 
purpose of the petition was to have the 
receivership dissolved, and the company 
declared solvent in order that judg- 
ments might be recovered on the suits 
for damages. Now that settlement has 
been made, the prosecutfdOn will be 
dropped. 

Criminal Indictments: 

The 12 indictments for manslaughter 
against Grosscup, Sampsell, Peabody, 
Underwood, President E. A. Potter and 
other officials of the company wili be 
called at the January term of court. 
Motions to quash will be reecived at this 
time and the grand jury which returned 
the indictments has been retained so 
that, if any of the indictments should 
be found poor, new ones may be re- 
turned. 

Repeated rumors that the indictments 
against Grosscup and his friends are to 
be modified and that criminal negligence 
rather than manslaughter will be 
Charged are energetically denied by 
State’s Attorney McNutt, who declares 
that the cases will be vigorously prose- 
cuted. 

President E. A. Potter, in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent this morning, declared that the get- 
tlement was the first step toward the 
dissolving of the receivership, and that 
it is probable that when the company 
passes out of the recelver’s hands it will 
pass into the hands of Congressman W.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Charging the ex- 
istence of a conspiracy similar to that 
leading to the famous Rice-Patrick mur- 
der in New York, the Englewood police 
took action in the strange case of Miss 
Anna Nolan today. 

Warrants for conspiracy were served 
on Attorney Moses D. Brown, A. 8S. Ket- 
ly, a broker, and Ruth E. Laughlin, who 
nursed Miss Nolan until the police broke 
into the Nolan home and removed the 
aged and wealthy woman to St. Ber- 
nard’s Hospital. 

The warrants were served when At- 
torney Brown, Mrs. Laughiin and Kel- 
ly appeared in Municipal Judge Petit's 
courtroom to answer charges of resist- 
ing an officer. The resistance occurred 
in their effort to prevent the removal 
of Miss Nolan ‘ast Wednesday night. 

Attorney Brown, after the warrant 
had been served upon him, pleaded with 
Capt. Storen of the Englewood Station 
not to have him locked in a cell. He 
was permitted to remain in the court- 
room in custody of a detective while 
awaiting bail. Bailey was placed in a 
cell, and Mrs. Laughlin was given into 
the care of the matron at the Engle- 
wood Police Station.

It is now generally conceded that the 
upheaval, from which the country is 
now rapidly emerging, was due primar- 
ity to causes which have existed in some 
measure in nearly every civilized coun- 
try throughout the world. They were 
over-production, over-expansion of en- 
terprises, over-extension ef credits, in- 
sufficient capital and over-speculation. 

Country Stretched Finance. 

As a result of six years of prosperity 
gnterprise had come to disregard the 
safe limits of conservatism, banking 
practices ignored customary safeguards, 
speculative undertakings were pyra- 
mided in every direction, commodities, 
real estate, stocks, bonds and all other 
evidences of wealth were given fictitious 
valuations, until a great paper struc- 
ture was erected whole collapse was in- 
evitable at the first breath of adversity.

We have seen some plays new to St. Louis, 
notably “The Hypocrites,” “Salome Jane," “John Gilayde’s Honour,” ‘The 
Man of the Hour,” “Father and the Boys” “Brewster's Miluons,” ‘The Chorus 
Lady,” “When Knights Were Bold,’ and “The Little Cherub,”’ but none of these 
One or two, indeed, were more 
or less disappointing, as stated in the Post-Dispatch at the time of their en- 
gagement, and there has yet to come a genuinely brilliant offering of worthy 
drama. 

The time is ripe for such a . coming. Beginning now, the public demand ts for 
mproved conditions—especially as people are noi spending money quite so freely 
as before incomes were cut down by the so-called panic now gripping their purse 


strings. 


HETHER or not the elimination of the Independents from the field of

In fact, there is nothing connected with 
the rough or scientific principles of the 
game that he need be introduced to. 
The only thing against him, in this 
fight, is his long lay-off from active 
duty. It is eight months sonce he en- 
gaged in a fight and the question nat- 
urally asked is, “How will that long 
lay-off affect him?’ 


APKE, on the other hand, lays no 
claim to being conversant with 
the fine points of the art of mill- 
ing. He is a natural-born fighter in so 
far as he battles along the lines mapped 
out by himself when he first took up 
pugilism; that is, to cut loose with 
both hands from a distance and con- 
tinue whaling away when in close quar- 
ters. He, of ceurse, is clever at his own 
Style of fighting, but his work does 
not appeal to those who admire clean- 
cut, scientific work. 

Bill surely must possess some knowl- 
edge of cleverness, as he has met some 
ef the best men in his division with 
success. A man may be a rough and 
ready winning fighter, but he must pos- 
sess some qualifications to escape de- 
feat. Therefore, it must be taken for 
granted that Papke is something more 
than a crude, unscienced fighter. His 
winning suit is to bore in, plant his 
head on his opponent’s breast, then 
work both hands into the stomach like 
piston rods.

The Patrie had, a few days before it 
escaped, performed the record trial trip, 
that of going from Paris to Verdun, on 
the German frontier, a‘ distance of 164 
miles, in 6 hours and 15 minutes. 
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There was a high wind blowing when 
the dirigible balloon was brought out 
for the next test and 2w men. wer? 
holding the machine down while some 
slight repairs were being made. A sud- 
den wind squall struck the craft, the 
men were dragged some distance and 
then the peculiarly shaped gas bag 
escaped from its bonds and depar:ed 
to the westward. This happened &Sat- 
urday evening. Sunday morning the 
craft was sighted over South Wales. 

Monday and Tuesday were spert in 
Ireland. In County Down the Patrie 
struck the ground twice and nearty 
scared a farmer’s family to death. They 
sent for the parish priest. He found a 
bolt from the craft. In County Antrim 
the steel wings were jarred loose and 
the gas bag sailed on. Wednesday ihe 
bag was found in Ballysallagh, County 
Down, having been returned there by 
the wind. 
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ST, PETERSBURG 
HAS EPIDEMIC 0 
DISAPPEARANCES 


A. 
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Sixteen Babies . Abandoned, 
Fourteen Bodies Found 
in One Day. 





ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 28.—Teday’s 
police bulletins reveal a startling .con- 
dition of society. 

Sixteen mothers are sought who 
abandoned infants within twenty-four 
hours in exposed places in various parts 
of the city. Information is also wanted 
concerning the identity of fourteen un- 
known children whose bodies within 
the same time were fished out of the 
River Neva and the waters of the va- 
rioug canals which intersect the city. 
Seven parents have notified the police 
of the disappearance of sons or daugh- 
ters varying in age from ten to sixteen 
years. 

On the other hand the parents of 
thirty-three children are missing. The 
little ones were found wandering home- 
less in aifferent sections of the city. 
The Chief of Police attributes these 
happenings to alcohol and poverty, but 
other vices are also believed to have ex- 
erted an influence. 

Princess May Be Bomb Thrower. 
There are a number of other queer 
cases mentioned in the same bulletin 
which are not so easily explained. 
Nasmi Bey, junior military agent of 
the Porte; Sabbas Gardashevitch, book- 
keeper of the imperial bank; Viadimer 
Barbitcheff, a notary, and Prince Voel- 
onski have all disappeared within two 
days without leaving a trace of their 
present whereabouts. 

The Princess “Meshtsherksi disap- 
peared from her own house and it is 
believed has immured herself in one of 
the numerous convents in St. Peters- 
burg. Her husband has been corduct- 
ing a fruitless search for her for more 
than two weeks. 

Some account for the strange disap- 
pearance of the Princess by claiming 
that it was she \ ho threw a bomb at 
the carriage of Gen. Herschelman, Gov- 
ernor of Moscow. The woman who 
threw the bomb was injured but the 
Governor escaped. She was arrested, 
tried by courtmartial and speedily 
henged. She died without revealing 
her identity. 

Youths Seeking Adventure. 
Those who explain the disappearance 
of the Princess in this way declare that 
she left her husband to join an organi- 
gation of militant revolutionaries and 
willingly undertook the mission to as- 
sassinate the Governor-General of Mos- 
cow. 

The police bulletins reveal the fact 
that within the past fortnight twenty 
boys averaging eighteen years of age, 
have from grammar 
achools. The police think they left to 
‘take part in some revofutionary move- 
ment.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—Pri-ce and Prin- 
cess Charles of Bourbon are enjoying 
an unconventional honeymoon. Insteadof 
spending the first 1 onth of their joint 
lives in some great palace, and sur- 
rounded by members of thc ‘r households, 
they are traveling about making an in- 
cognito journey which is to extend as 
far as Constantinople. 

The only other royal couple who have 
been equally unconventional were the 
Grand Duke Cyril and his bride. Their 
marriage was the outcome of a strange 
romance, tiie Grand Duke being exilc. 
in consequence from his native land. 

The usual royal honeymoon was once 
described by an imperial person as 
“among the greatest trials of a royal 
existence.’”’ Each country has what may

The newspapers of Cheshire, where 
the Duke is almost an autocrat, have 
received a ducal ukasé to make no fur- 
ther reference te the matter. Tho Duke, 
when invited by a press association to 
give a statement for publication, curt- 
ly refused. 

The Marquis of Cholmondeley, though 
a “sport” himself, resents being victim- 
ized by a silly joke of this description, 
especially as the ducal marauding party 
not only shattered an ancient wooden 
gate when davhing away in their motor 
car, but also did considerable damage 
in the dining room of the castle. 

In addition to consuming large quan- 
lities of champagne and brandy the 
ducal interlopers made off with Chel- 
mondeley’s specially made cigars. 


Burglars’ Heads Not Clear. 


While the raid upon Cholmondeley 
Castle was a joke, there is unmistak- 
able evidence that the jokers were in 
a condition of obfuscation during the 
proceedings. 

They left the chairs arranged in a 
pyramid on the dining table of the cas- 
tle, the whole surmounted hy an antique 
silver wine cooler, in which was placed 
a satirical address to the Marquis. 
The handwriting of this literary effort 
was disguised cor rendered eccentric as a 
result of the attentions paid by the 
writer to the Cholmondcley champagne 
and brandy. The names signed to the 
address were also hardly decipherable, 

There is a suspicion that at least one 
woman was a member of the marauding 
party. A woman’s handkerchief, some- 
what muddy, with a coronet embroid- 
ered in the corner, was picked up, out- 
side the window through which the 
Ducal Raffieses entered the castle, 

Two thousand dollars will not pay 
for the damage done by the make-be- 
lieve burglars, especially as some silver 
articles which were taken away in a 
coal scuttle have been lost.

“WEAK WOMAN 


ASKS JUSTICE 
RUM A KING 
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Italian Countess, Suing Late 
Monarch’s Estate, Writes 
Appeal. 








DEFENDS CHARACTER 


Present Ruler Half- 
Brother of Her Son 
in Address. 


Calls 


ROME, Dec. 28.—Countess Cesarina 
Gaddi Hercolani, who is suing King 
Victor Emmanuel for provision for her 
son (of whom she swears the late King 
Humbert was the father) bitterly resents 
the aspersions cast upon her character 
and antecedents by the King’s lawyers 
in combatting her suit. The Countess 
has made public this statement: 

“Signor Rossi, the King’s counsel, not 
content with denying as false what I 
know to be true, continues his persecu- 
tion by defaming me. His underhand 
devices, his abuse of his powers as rep- 
resenting the royal house, do no honor 
to the memory ef an exalted personage, 
to that memory which he pretends to 
vindicate. 

“My sole desire was that this painful 
affair should be settled quietly and 
quickly. But as King Victor Immanuel 
has thought it well to force upon me 


and the public disclosures affecting his. 


late father, I can tolerate these attacks 
no longer. Therefore, I break silence. 
Forced Into the Courts. 

“True, my honor is dead; it was killed 
when I was a girl of only 1. But my 
life was passed under conditions far 
different from those which Signor Rossi 
represents. Reduced to misery, I have 
asked humbly and submissively for some 
smal] compensation for what I have suf- 
fered from the King’s father, for which 
Humbert himself promised to indemnify 
me, but his untimely death prevented. 

“T know my plea reached the ears of 
King Victor Emmanuel himself, the 
half brother of my son, but he rejected 
it. When, in desperation, I appeal to 
the courts for justice, the King’s coun- 
sel, knowing I have no redress, abuses 
his prerogatives to savagely and pit- 
ilessly assail my character. 

“I protest against this infamous on- 
slaught on a woman, weak, alone, aban- 
doned. I claim justice against my base 
accusers, who curry favor with the 
royal house by heaping defamation and 
falsehoods on me.”’ 

“Dishonor on Gallant King.” 

This impassioned statement has made 
a deep impression on the public. The 
late King Humbert’s relations with her 
are not denied, nor is it disputed that 
he made her a handsome allowance be- 
fore he was assassinated. Nevertheless 


Signor Rossi eloquently tried to con- 
vince the court that, if it heard the 
suit, it would bring dishonor on the 
memory of a monarch who well earned 
the title of “‘The Gallant King.” Be- 
sides Rossi attempted to place the 
Countess in an infamous light. 

Now a beautiful woman of 4 years, 
she claims and produced evidence in 
court to prove that in 1880, at the King’s 
command, she was taken to the Quirinal 
to sing before the King. That night 
she did not leave the palace, although 
up to that time she had led a blame- 
less life, preparing for a musical career 
which promised brilliantly. Until 1883 
King Humbert maintained her and a 
son was born to her. After the King's 
assassination she was driven to appear 
as an actress and pianist to support her. 
self and her child. 

The Countess insists, too, that Queen 
Margherita showed deep interest in her 
from the moment that she first ap- 
peared at the National Musical Exposi- 
tion. 

Mother Known As Writer. 

As a proof of her family’s position it 
wae testified that her mother was an 
estimable playwright and historical 
writer who enjoyed Garibaldi’s honor- 
able friendship and who long received 
regular monthly grants from the royal 
palace. 

On the other hand Signor Rossi tried 
to prove that the Countess was not only 
not under age, but far from innocent 
when King Humbert met her. The 
lawyer contended that she was reared 
in a morally corrupt atmosphere, and 
that her father, Count Gaddl, figures in 
the secret records of the Interior Min- 
istry as keeping gambling houses and 
resorts even more evil in Naples and 
Bologna.

Pumphrey is under sentence of 
life imprisonment on a charge of mur- 
der, and Miss Anna Parr, his sweet- 
heart, has agreed to marry him before 
he begins his prison sentence. 

“He is innocent,’”’ says Miss Parr, 
“and I know a good God will never per- 
mit an innocent man to remain in a derk 
cell all his Hfe. Trusting tn the justice 
of the Lord, I will wait for ‘Doc,’ but 
I want the world.to know that I have 
confidence in his innocence and I intend 
1q marry him before he starts for the 
Penitentiary a: Linc.in.”’ 

It was through Miss Parr that Pum- 
phrey was captured and brought te 
court to answer the charge of murder. 


They Worked Together. 


Pumphrey is handsome, and about 20 
years old, while Miss Parr is a year 
younger. Both worked at a local hotel. 
Three months ago Ham Pak, proprietor 
of a restaurant on Douglas street, was 
found one morning with his skull 
crushed. Near him in the room, which 
evidenced a struggle, lay a bludgeon. 
Detectives went to work and soon sus- 
pected three young men, Pumphrey, 
AVieman and Mullen. When the trio 
found they were wanted they disap- 
peared. 

Three days later Alleman was picked 
up in Iowa as he was traveling toward 
Chicago. He blamed the other two for 
the crime. 

Then Mullen was found in St. Louis 
and was brought to Omaha. He ac- 
cused Pumphrey and said that Pum- 
phrey had been in St. Louis ‘only the 
day before his own arrest. 

At this time Anna Parr, the sweet- 
heart, told the police that she had re- 
ceived a picture postal card from Pum- 
phrey, dated Hot Springs, Ark., and 
that he could be found in that city. The 
telegraph was put to work and in a 
few hours Pumphrey was under arrest 
and on his way to Omaha, 

But Miss Parr relented, and before 
“Doc” had been in Jail 24 hours, the 
young woman visited him and begged 
his forgiveness for being the means of 
his capture. 


Girl Whitness for Him. 


Miss Parr ws: one of the principal 
witnesses for the defense at the trial, 
and if her testimony hau not been over- 
balanced by that of circumstances, 
Pumphrey probably would have gone 
free. Miss Parr testified that on the 
night of the murder, when Pumphrey 
was supposed to be trying to purchase 
chloroform with which to stupefy the 
old Chinese, Pak, he was really calling 
en her, and that he remained at her 
home until a late hour, long after tHe 
druggists and others swore that he tried 
to buy the drug. 

“We are going to be married just as 
soon as this jury turns me loose,” 
Pumphrey told his lawyer and his 
friends. And anna agreed with him 


perfectly. But the next morning the 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty, and 
sentenced him to imprisonment for life 
in the penitentiary. 

Then it was that Miss Parr Went to 
him, placed her arms around him and 
said: 


‘Never mind, Doc, we will get a new 
trial and you will be released. And we 
won't let this awful sentence interfere 
with our marriage, anyway. Just as 
soon as we can make arrangements we 
will have the ceremony performed,”

attorney. Col. Yeiser sees just one 
chance for having the verdict reversed, 
but he thinks that chance is a mighty 
good one.

Woman Probation Officer 
Tells Why Much of Reform 
Work Fails. 





The home, not an institution, should 
dispose of cases brought before the 
juvenile probation officers, says Miss 
Bertha Phillips. This change she de- 
clares to be the most needed in the per- 
fection of the St. Louis probationary 
system. ; 

Miss Phillips and Mrs. Emilia Runge, 
8739 windsor place, have been appoint- 
ed assistants to Head Probationary Of- 
ficer Baldwin. She has been for over 
a year a probationary officer of the 
Children’s Aid Society of Boston, Mass., 
and during that time has made a study 
of the problem of caring for the un- 
fortunate little waifs of the city. Mrs. 
Runge is the widow of Dr. E. C. Runge, 
who was Superintendent of the City In- 
gane Asylum. 

The second step recommended by Mt8s 
Phillips, after real homes are obtained 
for those children who have been put 
upon parole in the Juvenile Court, is the 
extension of the scope of the work be- 
yond those who are incorrigible to those 
who merely are victims of circum- 
stances—the children of thé slums. 

Home Influence of Value. 

“There is no reason why the work of 
the probationary system should be con- 
fined to offenders alone,’ said Miss 
Phillips. “The influence of a good home 
is of incalculable value to one of those 
little waifs. In Boston, I recently placed 
six children from one family in excel- 
lent homes, and within a week the im- 
provement in them was remarkable. 

“I find it is difficult here to find a 
home for a girl who has been arraigned 
in the Juvenile Court. That is the prob- 
lem—to fill in the breach with homes 
that are homes, and .o get the children 
out of institutions. 

“Excellent work already has been 
done by the probationary officers and 
the Juvenile Court here, but I hope for 
even greater things, when more of the 
people here will throw open their homes 
to these children. 

“Oh, no, I do not object to going into 
the slums and never am afraid,’ 
laughed Miss Phillips, in response to a 
question. 

Makes Friends With Waifs. 

‘Il always make friends with the small 
boys of the neighborhood, and they 
form an effectual bodyguard for me. 
The work has a great fascination for 
me, and I would not give it up for a 
great deal.” 

Miss Phillips, who is young and pret- 
ty, lives with her mother at 5617 Clem- 
ens avenue.

His studio is erowded, litefally, with 
things all of which wear the unmis- 
takable brand of the worth-while.

Entire Washington Avenue 
Stock Will Be Disposed of 
to Public.

May Co., one of the city’s great- 
est clothing houses, will retire from 
business in St. Louis and surrender its 
building at the northeast corner of Sixth 
street and Washington avenue, to the 
Famous store, now at Broadway and 
Morgan street, on about Feb. 15, 1908. 
The announcement of this transaction 
was made last night by President M. 
Shoenberg of The May Co. and M. Koe- 
nigsberg, advertising manager of the 
Famous. 

Under an agreement made a few days 
ago, the Famous acquires the lease, 
good will and fixtures of The May Co. 
The consideration is not named, but the 
offer is sald by President Shoenberg to 
have been too advantageous to decline. 
The May Co. retains its merchandise, 
which it must sell in the next seven 
weeks in order to afford possession to 
its successor. The Famous has deter- 
mined to remove nong of its present 
stock of goods to its new home, and will 
inaugurate Monday a removal sale of 
its million dollar stock. 


President Shoenberg’s Statement. 
President Shoenberg issued last night 


the following atatement: 

“The May Co. reached the decision to 
retire from business in St. Louis orly 
about ten days ago, following a very 
advantageous offer made to us by the 
Famous for our leasehold, fixtures and 
good will. According to the terms of the 
transaction, we are to vacate our build- 
ing Feb. 15 next. 

‘This transaction does not include the 
merchandise we have.on hand and 
which, since we are to retire perma- 
nently, must be sold within the rmext 
seven weeks. We had already placed 
our orders for spring merchandise and 
it had arrived in large quantities. We 
are going to dispose of the stock in a 
mammoth .sale, beginning Monday. 
“I wish to take this opportunity of 
thanking the St. Louis public for the 
generous support they have accorded 
this store, enabling us to build up one 
of the strongest clienteles enjoyai by 
any retail store in the city of St. Louis.”’ 
More Room for the Famous. 

In its new home, the Famous store 

will have three times as much floor 
space as in its present location, where 
the quarters have been found too 
ciamped to accommodate the throngs of 
patrons. The May building has a front- 
age of 165 feet on Washington avenue 
and a depth of 226 feet along Sixth 
street to Lucas avenue. The purchasers 
also consider the location at Sixth and 
Washington more convenient to shop- 
pers than their present situation on 
Broadway. 
“The Famous has long realized,” 
said Mr. Koenigsberg, ‘‘that the 
cramped conditions under which lack of 
room compelled us to operate, was net 
conducive to our own best interests, for 
we learned many years ago that com- 
fort and convenience for customers, 
coupled with careful and conscientious 
regard for their wants and needs, was 
what would make for greater success 
for us. We were powerless, however, 
until the present opportunity to get pos- 
session of the immense building.to be 
vacated for us by the May store.

cars of St. Louis pass. We feel that 
we have the right to be a bit elated 
at the importance to our trade as much 
as to ourselves of this move on the 
part of Famous.

Travilla is married and lives 
at 1941 McCausland avenue, in Ben- 
ton. He has three  children—two 
girls, awed 14 and 12 years, and a 
boy, aged 8.

Physically, Mr. Travilla is one of 
the biggest men in the City Hall. He 
is considerably more than 6 feet tall, 
and weighs well above 200 pounds. 
But his manner belofigs to a much 
smaller man. It is courteous, concil- 
latory, even apologetic. If he ever 
gets angry, he doesn’t betray the 
emotion in any boisterous or brusque 
speech. He never swears, with all 
the seeming provocation he has to do 
so. 

For ward committeemen, members 
of the Municipal Assembly and re- 
calcitrant taxpayers whose streets are 
to be improved are a constant bane 
to him.

The salient characteristics of the year 
in real estate was the continued absorp- 
tion of medium class investments and 
residential properties.

Leases of business properties and man- 
ufacturing buildings also formed a 
prominent part of the transactions con- 
summated by this company during the 
year, the last prominent lease closed 
being on the greater portion of the 
large six-story building at the north- 
west corner of Twenty-second and 
Washington avenue to the Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney Dry Goods Co. 

That merchants continue to regard 
Central Washington avenue as the nu- 
cleus of the wholesale trade was estab- 
lished in the renewal through this com- 
pany by several large concerns in that 
district of existing leases long before 
their expiration.

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“Helen is my baby,’ declares Moehring. 

“She is wot ~our child. Her father is Emil 
Mauthardt,” exclaims this mysterious woman. 

“The child ig not mine,” asserts Mr. Maulhardt. 

“The little girl is not the child of any of them; 
she ig a foufidling and | sold her to that woman,” 
3ayYs a woman on Cass avenue. 

Now the Court must decide which one is telling 
the truth. Not even the case which Solomon 
decided had in it such a maze of mystery. 

The strangest, most mysterious figure in this 
tangled case is Josephine, the woman who has 
had so many husbands and who has told so 
many conflicting stories about the little girl 
Helen. What her maiden name was is unknown 
She refuses to tel] it, because, she says, sne does 
not wish to embarrass her mother and other rel- 
atives who live in St. Louis. 

She was married June 24, 1896, to Joseph 
Moehring, who had a position in a brewery. 
Whether she had ever been married before that 
time is not certainly known. In one of her ap- 
pearances in the divorce court it cropped out 
that there was a former husband whose name 
was Floerchinger, but that matter is hidden in 
mystery. At any rate she and Moehring did not 
get along well together and in May, 1898, two 
years after the marriage, they separated. They 
lived apart for six years. Moehring contends 
that his baby, Helen, was born shortly after he 
and his wife separated. Nov. 19, 1904, she sued 
him for divorce. 

Before it came to trial she and Moehring met 
and talked over their troubles and became recon- 
cited and agreed to live together again. She prom- 
ised to dismiss the suit for divorce. But she did 
not dismiss it. Instead she went ‘secretly to 
the Courthouse and obtained the divorce. Moeh- 
fing happened to see a notice of it in a news- 
paper and asked her about it. She denied that 
she had been in court and said if a decree had 
been granted it was an error. To make sure 
that their living together was legal they agreed 
tc marry again and, to keep the matter out of 
the newspapers, they went to St. Charles and 
obtained a marriage license Feb. 6, 1905. 

Moehring furnished a flat at 1931 Lami street 
and intended to remarry Josephine and take her 
there. But before the carpets were down in 
the new flat she met Mauthardt, a paperhanger, 
who lived with his widowed mother at 1906 Cher- 
‘ee street. 

Maulhardt fell in love with her and proposed 
marriage. She accepted him and they were mar- 
ried March 15, 1905, a little more than a month 
after she had -obtained the license to marry 
Moehring. She lived with Maulhardt. But all the 
time Moehring, who knew nothing of her mar- 
riage to Maulhardt, was urging her to marry 
him. The flat was all ready for her. And 


even after she married Maulhardt she went an‘ 
helped Moehring to tack down carpets and unpack 
the dishes At last, March 25, she told Moehring 
that she did not intend to marry him, and he re- 
turned the furniture to the installment house and 
went his gloomy way alone. 

She and Maulhardt lived together nine months. 
He left her Dec. 14, 1905. A few months later the 
mysterious baby came upon the scene. She sent 
for Maulhardt, her husband, to come and see her. 
He went and found her in bed with a newly-born 
babe .beside her. She declared that he was the 
father of the infant. He denied it.. She persist- 
ed and begged him to live with her again “for 
baby’s sake.” He refused. She sued him for 
abandonment of herself and child, and July 12, 
1906, he was found guilty and fined $60, the Court, 
by its decision, upholding Josephine’s claim that 
he was the father of her child. 

Last May Maulhardt was divorced from her 
and last summer she married Henry C. Meyer of 
Granite City, Ill., and she and the little girl, 
Helen, are living there. 

Moehring, who yet believes that the child is his, 
has sued for divorce, and its custody. 

He does not deny that Josephine was granted a 
divorce from him in January, 1905, but he con- 
tends that he was not notified of the proceeding, 
that she deceived him about it and that there- 
fore he was not given his “‘day in court” to which 
he was entitled in law. He asks that the divorce 
granted her be set aside for those reasons and 
that a divorce be granted him. 

These, in brief, are the main facts of this 
puzzling case, but there are equally strange side- 
lights upon it.

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a minute worm one-eighth of an inch long, is in 
the rat. Hogs ate axceedingly fond of rats and 
kill them with their fore feet and eat them. In 
this way the flesh of the hog becomes impreg- 
nated with trichina, which :s not killed by curing 
and smoking. 

This infected pork, eaten raw or half cooked, 
tukes into the human body the minute trichina.

“I shall have to charge you $25 a month rent 
for half of that house,” said Mr. Barney, when 
Mrs. Carroll asked the rental. 

The price almost took away her breath. It 
seemed altogether too much, especially in view 
of the remote location. But Mr. Barney ex- 
plained that it was a two-story house, with good 
living rooms in the basement, which made it 
practically a three-story mansion; that it was 
built of stone and brick andsfitted with all the 
most modern conveniences. She moved into it in 
1880 as a tenant. She is there now as the owner. 

While Mrs. Carroll’s boy was growing to man- 
hood Chicago was fast growing out toward her 
residence. Before the boy got through school 
the town had expanded till all the wild. prairie 
round about the Barney double dwelling was 
‘thickly populated. : 

Eight years ago Mr. Barney became an invalid. 
He turned over to relatives the management of all 
his interests except the double heuse at 926 West 
Polk street. Mrs. Carroll went to the hospital 
with the rent. Meantime, the other half of the 
house was occupied by other tenants, who didn’t 
know what to do about the rent or where there 
was anyone to pay. So Mrs. Carroll began col- 
lecting the rent for the other half of the house 
and taking it to Mr. Barney.

In the urst 18 weeks of the rat war, in Copen- 
hagen alone, 103,000 rats were killed and $3680 
in bountic3s were paid. Prof. Zuschlag has esti- 
mated that a rat will destroy one-half cent’s 
worth of property each day, in food which he 
PNfers and in material which he gnaws. There- 
fore the 103,000 rats killed within 18 weeks wculd 
have destroyed $195,000 worth of property within 
that 18 weeks if they had been permitted to live. 
because they eat anything and gnaw through 
wood and even lead. 

The Danish Government issued a bulletin giv- 
ing these figures and urging that the work of rat 
extermination go on not only as a preventive of 
disease, but as a matter of economy, too. The 
Danish Government also issued # manifesto call- 
ing for other European governments to join in the 
rat war. 

“It will. do no good for us to kill off the rats in 
our country if a fresh supply is to be brought 
into our ports by every ship that comes from a 
foreign country,” it said. 

Germany has already taken up the war. It 
sent an expert to Denmark to see what good had 
been done there. This expert reported that in 
districts where the rats had been killed off the 
disease of trichnosi# had entirely disappeared. 
So the German Government ordered that wher- 
ever a case of trichnosis was reported the rats of 
that district were to be killed, and that bounties 
should »e offered to encourage the killing. 


An International Warfare. 


*An international society to promote rat killing 
was then organized in Denmark and Germany, 
and within a month it had 2000 members. Its 
object is to call for international! co-operation, 
for without intelligent concert of action by all 
nations no lasting good would be accomplished. 
Thus was begun a grand international movement 
for the suppression of rats. 

France was the next courtry to take up he 





war. In certain. districts of that country the 
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young vines in all the vineyards were destroyed 
by rats and all the grain sowed was eaten up by 
them as soon as it was planted. The Agricultural 
Department of France called upon the Pasteur In- 
stitute to devise a way to quickly exterminate 
the rats. The professors there went to work and 
found a bacillus that would multiply so rapidly 
within a rat’s bédy that it would die within an 
hour after infection. Profs. Roux and Chamber- 
land of the institute, and M. de Lapparent, Gen- 
eral Inspector of the Agricultural Department, 
went together to the Department of Charente, 
where the rats were in greatest numbers. 


Killed 95 Per Cent of the Rats. 

They took with them large quantities of “bouil- 
lon” swarming with rat-killing microbes. They 
chose a space of 2965 acres. They dipped grain 
and bits of bread in the “bouillon” and scattered 
it around, and within one day 95 per cent of the 
rats in that fleld were dead. In one field of two 
and one-half acres they counted 12,484 rat holes, 
ahd they estimated that there were 10 times that 
many rats, In their experiment they used four 
tons of bread and nine tons of oats. The experi- 
ment was so successful that the Minister of Agri- 
culture introduced into the Chamber of Deputies 
a bill compelling the farmers to co-operate with 
the Government in using the “bouillon” in the 
extermination of rats. The bill became a law and 
the rat war is on in earnest in France. 

Mr. Morley, Secretary of State in India, in an 
address last year at Arbroath, declared that rats 
were the great distributors of the plague which 
killed so many in India each year, and he urged 
the people to co-operate with the British Govern- 
ment in its plan of rat extermination. The same 
plan is followed there as in Japan. A bounty is 
paid for each rat killed.

' MERICAN thieves have stolen Van Dyck’s 
greatest painting, “The Erection of the 
Cross,” from the Cathedral of Notre 

‘Dame, Courtrai, Belgium. - The ‘priceless canvas 
was cut from its frame, rolled up and taken away, 
no one knows where. 

,One recent morning the caretakers of the old 
church saw a great square blank where the 
masterplece had hung for nearly 300 years. The 
sacred picture, which had been adored by thou- 
sands. of devout pilgrims from all parts of the 
Ww a had been carried away. . 

The church chapter was hurriedly called togeth- 

‘These dignitaries could do nothing but notify 
‘the town authorities, who could do nothing but 
notify the Government of Belgium, and they, in 
turn, notified the officers of ‘every seaport and 
every frontier post in the kingdom to watch for 
anyone who might be carrying d great roll of can- 
vas. 

_ Nothing in recent years has so stirred the peo- 
ple of Belgium as the theft of this great painting, 
the masterpiece of Van Dyck. Not even the do- 
ings of the profligate old King, Leopold, has cre- 
ated’so much excitement. The whole town gath- 
ered at the church and went solemnly in and 
looked up at the empty frame. That painting was 
the pride of Courtrai. It had hung in the cathe- 


dral since Van Dyck himself had placed it there, 
in 1631. The people of Courtrai had worshiped 


“before it when they:were children, as their fathers 


and grandfather and great-grandfathers had done 
before them. . 

A million dollars in gold would not have tempt- 
ed the fathers of the church to part with the great 
painting, around which so many sacred memories 
clustered. 

And it was a source of revenue to the town. 
Artists and art lovers came from every part 
of the earth to look at the painiing, to make 
sketches of it and to photograph it. It was one 
of the most priceless art treasures in the world. 

And now it is gone, stolen in the night by a 
band of burglars. There is not even a trace of 
its whereabouts. The only clew is that a day 
before the disappearance of ‘the painting an 
American was seen in the church, examining the 
picture closely. And one of the caretakers caught 
him at the rear of the cathedral looking up at 
the windows there, and he spoke to him 
and asked him what he wanted. The Amer- 
ican explained in broken Dutch that he was 
an architect and was admiring the church. That 
did not excite suspicion then. But the next day 
this grew into circumstantial evidence, when it 
became known that the thief or thieves entered 


FRANCE TO PROTECT ART TREASORES 


 RANCE is now preparing to provide measures to preserve the artistic treasures of the 
country from thieves, and is also considering the means of preventing the exportation 


of examples of:French art. 


_. The new laws are to deal with objects in churches and museums, as well as with all works 
of historic art to be found not only in national and municipal edifices, but in the possession 


of private owners. 


This means that France is going to clamp the “lid” on her art treasures, to protect them 
not only from the robbers of churches and museums, but from the American millionaires who 
have been paying fabulous sums for great paintings and other works of art and taking them 


out of the ccuntry. - 
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‘by one cf the very windows the American was ex- 
amining. So it is thought the painting is on its 
way to America. ’ 

The Belgian Government has already offered a 
large reward for the return of the painting, but 
no response has been made to it. The thieves will 
not dare to offer it for sale, and no collector woula 
dare to buy it. Wherever in the world it might 
be shown it would be recognized by art lovers 
who have seen it or seen copies of it. There is 
no one’ today ould paint -a picture’ like it. 
The wonderful colors and technique - which have 
been the despair of all artists since Van Dyck’s 
time could not be duplicated. It will probably be 
hidden away, as the celebrased Gainsborough 
painting was, until the excitement has died down, 
and then an offer may be made to return it for 
a reward. 

The Belgians believe that some American mil- 
licnaire has caused the theft of the sacred pic- 
ture. 

Recent arrests of church despoilers in France, 
and disclosures made by them, have shown that 
there was a well-organized band there which stole 
precious relics from old cathedrals and sold them 
to agents, who disposed of them to American 
millionaires. 


Belgian Veneration for Van Dyck. 

The veneration in which the paintings of Van 
Dyck are held by the Belgians was shown by their 
entrusias.n in Angust, 1899, when the third cen- 
tennial of the birth of Van Dyck was held in 
Antwerp. The event was celebrated by a serie~ 
of events and pageants which did justice to the 
best traditions of Flemish history. At a special 
session of the Royal. Academy of Fine Arts sepa- 
rate addresses were read in Flemish, Latin, Ital- 
ian, German, Dutch and French, all in eulogy ot 
Van Dyck. There was a grand pageant, in which 
Antwerp revived the artistic glories of past gen- 
erations and there was genuine national enthusi- 
asm. 

In painting this picture Van Dyck made depar- 
tures from the work of all artists who had pre- 
ceded him. They had shrunk from offending re- 
ligious susceptibilities as to the sanctity of the 


figure of the Savior, but, in this painting Van 


Dyck showed the executioners raising the «cross, 
not only by the cross itself, but by actual rough 
handling of the Savior’s body, adding a poignant 
detail to the agony which the Savior is suffering 
with such Divine resignation. The painting, 
which is 111-2 by 10 feet in size, is described as 
follows in a standard work of art: 

“The cross, upon which Christ is nailed, trav- 
erses the canvas obliquely and the Savior is look- 
ing up to heaven with imploring eyes. The strong 
men are exerting themselves to the utmost, one of 
them, an old man with gray beard, is bending so 
far forward that he touches the ground with one 
knee; the man with his bare back turned toward 
the spectator, and who is probably the chief ex- 
ecutioner, is holding up the cross with widely 
extended arms; a third man, with long hair and 
Wearing a red shirt, is seen in profile, while at the 
back, to the right of the canvas, another man 
is helping to support the cross, pushing roughly 
against the body of Christ with his coarse, bronzed 
hand. In the extreme right-hand corner we see 
a dog and on the ground are the necessary tools. 
To the left a man holding a spade and two men 
riding, the one on a white horse, the other almost 
invisible at the back.” 


Artist Received Only $250 for It. 


For this great painting, which is beyond price. 


now, Van Dyck received only $250 and 12 sugar 
wafers. And even then the chapter of the Ca- 
thedral was upon the point of refusing it. The 
painting was ordered by Roger Braye, and Van 
Dyck went to the church before he began work 
and looked at the spot upom which it was to hang, 
and studied the lights and shades which would 
fall upon it, and he gave the picture such prop- 
erties of light and shade as would produce a 
proper effect when up. Van Dyck went with the 
picture, to see that it was hung properly. The 
chapter insulted Van Dyck in the coarsest manner, 
telling him his picture was a daub and that the 
Christ had the air of a porter. Van Dyck begged 
them to withhold judgment until it was hung in 
place. They turned their backs upon him and left 
the church. The: workmen Van Dyck had en- 


gaged to habg the painting, sympathizing with 


“im and wishing to comfort him, told him that it 
was a big éanvas and he could cut it up into win- 
dow blinds; When the picture was in place it was 
seen to be a masterpiece and people came from 
*verywhere to see it: The church chapter, learn- 
ing their mistake, orde'ed another picture from 
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him. He retorted that they could find plenty of 
daubers who would do it cheaper than he, and 
that in future he intended to paint only for men, 
and not at'all for asses. 

Many great paintings have been stolen in the 
hope of rich rewards. The most famous burglary 
of the kind was that of Gainsborough’s “Duch- 
ess of Pevonshire.” While it was on view in a 
shop in London, in 1876, Adam Worth, an Amer- 
ican crook, climbed up the front of the shop and 
through a window and cut the canvas from the 
frame. The theft was wrapped in mystery for 25 
vears. Then it was recovered through Pat Sheedy 
of New York. A large reward was' paid for it. It 
is now owned by Pierpont Morgan, the American 
millionaire. In Morgan's collection is a Van Dyck 
for which he paid $300,000. 


Picture Theft in St. Louis. 

“The Monarch of the Meadows,” a painting for 
which Mr. Alicroft of England paid $12,500, was 
cut from the canvas and stolen in 1881. It was 
recovered from the thieves who stole it. 

A picture robbery which created almost as much 
of a stir throughout the civilized world as this 
recent theft of a Van Dyck was that of the Muril- 
lo from the Cathedral of Seville. It was cut from 
its frame and was taken across the Atlantic to 
New York, where for some time it remained in 
hiding. At last the thieves, in need of money, 
sold it to William S¢haus, who, refusing the re- 
ward of $10,000 that had been offered [or it, re-

In one of the large sanitariums in New Jersey 
which makes a specialty of treating nervous ail- 
ments of women, several of these cradle-beds 
have been put in by the inventor, and they have 
a mechanical attachment by which the bed is 
rocked automatically and kept in motion as long 
as is necessary. 

The problem of inducing sleep is as old as 
the ages. In all times there have been men and 
women who could not sleep. But in this age of 
rapid living and strenuousness the rumber has 
increased and is increasing until nervousness and 
sleeplessness have become the most common ail- 
ments of women. Many are the devices invented 
to produce sleep. 

A physician in Atlanta, Ga., recommends the 
wearing of a night cap for insomnia. 

“The night caps of our grandmothers. that were 
shaped like sunbonnets and were made of white 
muslin with frills around the edge, were sleep in- 
ducers,” declares this physician. “I don’t know 
why it is that they tend to bring on sleep, 
but they do, as I have proven to the satisfaction 
of many of my women patients. It may be that 
they shut out noises. It may be because a night 


cap exerts some sort of a hypnotic influence, but. 


whatever the cause the wearing of night caps 
has cured many of my patients who could not 
sleep. It is so simple a remedy that I have had

y once a woman tries sleeping in a night cap you 


could not get her to quit it.”

William De Witt Hyde, president of Bowdoin 
College, has invented an insomnia cure which he 
guarantees in any case not caused by any chronic 
aliment or confirmed nervous disorder. He says 
he knows of hundreds of cases in which it has 
been successfully tried. It is as follows: 

“Assume an easy position, with the hands rest- 
ing over the abdomen. Take a long, slow, but 
easy and natural breath, in such a way as to 
gradually and gently lift the hands outward 
by the action of the abdomen. At the same time 
slowly and gradually open. the eyes so that at 
the end of the inspiration they are wide open 
and directed upward. Let the breath out easily 
and naturally, letting the hands fall inward as 
the outward pressure of the abdomen is with- 
drawn. At the same time let the eyes drop and 
the eyelids naturally fall by their own weight, 
so that they are closed at the end of the expira- 
tion. Do all this quietly and naturally. Do not 
make too hard work of it. Repeat the inspira- 
tion and expiration, with opening and lifting, 
dropping and closing of the ey-s, ten times. Then 
take ten breaths in the same way, allowing the 
eyes to remain closed. Alternate ten breaths 
with the opening and closing of the eyes, and ten 
breaths with closed eyes. When the eyelids be- 
gin to feel heavy, and you feel tired and sleepy, 
as you will very soon, go through the motions 
more and more easily and lazily, until you merely 
will the motions without making any effort to 
execute them. At this stage you will fall asleep. 

The “Alonette” is the name of a French de- 
vice designed to produce self-hypnotism and 
sleep. It consists of a small box with clock 
work inside. A small shaft sticks out of the 
top and to this is attached by its center a strip 
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a foot long and an inch wide. Little round mir- 
rors the size of 25-cent pieces are stuck all along 
both sides of this strip. Another strip, exactly 
like it, is attached to another shaft inside the first 
one. The strips, like the two arms of a weather 
vane, revolve rapidly in opposite directions, and 
as they spin around a light shines upon them. 
The shifting reflections from the dancing mir- 
rors cause self-hypnosis. 

The “‘Fascinator” is the name of another device 
for inducing sleep. From a belt around the head, 
covering the forehead, a wire sticks out in front 
above and between the eyes. A small ball plated 
with nickel hangs from the end of the wire. The 
patient concentrates her gaze upon this shining 
ball and sleep is said to follow. 

Another mechanical device used for inducing 
sleep is an “hypnotic eye,” being simply a large 
life-like painting of a human eye at which the 
patient stares steadily. 

In a sanitarium in Michigan which has a wide 
reputation for curing insomnia, two contrivances 
are used. One is for the patient to hold one end 
of a lead pencil between the teeth and then let 
the gaze travel out and in the polished length of 
the pencil. The other method is to place an or- 
dinary green quart bottle upon a table and set a 
lighted candle behind it. The light, shining, 
through the bottle, will be focussed at & point 
upon the side of the bottle next to the patient, 
who gazes fixedly at this point until she falls 
asleep. if 
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A light breeze moves at -bout f

Women who do not care for furs are duplicat- 
ing the big, round, barrel muffs in shades of vel- 
vet to match their hats and the cuffs and collars 
on their street suits. 

Japanese sleeves have taken so firm a hold upon 
American fancy that they are appearing even in 
the severely tailored runabout suit. In their 
adapted form they show an unbroken line from 
the neck, over the shoulder and where the arm- 
size would naturally be, to below the elbow. 
Thence they begin slightly to narrow and by side 
plaits are drawn into an under seam, and by 
straight plaits into a turn-lLack cuff. 

There is every indication that the coats of the 
early spring will be semi or tight fitting and al- 
most of knee length; also that many of them will 
have overlapping and buttoned seams similar to 
the four-piece skirts of the winter.

He said that fortune tellers worked 
more harm than good. His statement was: 
“Thousands of persons each year give up all 
strivings for better things and resign them- 
selves to some fate foretold by a forture teller. 
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Simple Faith in “Seers” Too Often Makes Their Dire 
Predictions “Come True” and Leads Its Victims Into 
Misfortunes and Even Death # A Girl Becomes a 
Thief, a St. Louis Man Dies in Agony, a Model 
Husband Goes on a Spree, a Woman Drowns, All 
Because of Belief in “Prophets” # Lives are Blighted 


and Careers Ruined 


“They think it is no use fighting against the 
Inevitable. A fortune teHer predicts that a man 
is to become a drunkard. And, if he believes 
‘it, the chances are he will become a drunkard, 
simply because he thinks it inevitable that he 
should be one. A wife consults a fortune teller 
and is told that the man she loves is untrue. The 
seeds of distrust are sown that ends in a di- 
yorce. How many millions are impelled to follow 
lines opposed to their best interests, just because 
of the predictions of fortune tellers, no one 
will ever know. 

In St. Joseph, Mo., an incident happened last 
month which partly confirms the statement of 
the Chicago official. Faye Cuthbert, a girl 16 
years old, from Burlington, Io., was arrested for 
stealing. 

“I was born to be a thief,” was the startling 
statement rhe made to the police. “Before my 
birth a fortune teller told mamma that she would 
some day have a daughter who, when 4 little 
child, would be .sweet and obedient,” Faye con- 
tinued. “She said that When the daughter entered 
her teens she would become More and more 
unruly, and before she attained her majority 
she would follow in the footsteps of her father.” 

“What about your father?” was asked. 

“Oh, he served two terms in the Penitentiary,” 
was the reply. “I suppose I am only doing as he 
did, and :.8 the fortune teller said I would.” 


Magical Words As a Cure. 

“Why don’t you try and do better? You don’t 
liave to steal,” the Police Captain said to her. 

“What's the use of trying? If God made me 
to be a thief I'll be one in spite of any trying I 
might do.” 

Two months ago the city of St. Louis was 
starticd by the discovery that a fortune teller on 
Cass avenue was treating all sorts of diseases 
by “spells” and “charms.” -.A young man, ill 
with consumption, had so mich faith in this 
fortume teller that he refused to evén see a 
physician. He believed he would be cured by cer- 
tain magical words written with a toothpick upon 
the inside of a glass and then dissolved in hot 
coffee and drunk by him. He died in great agony, 
without medical attention. 

When the “‘ortune teller was arrested he ad- 
mitted that he treated the young man /in that 
way, and that he treated many others. “ 

“It’s my business. I pay a license to the city 
for the privilege,”’ he said. And he escaped un- 
punished. Am examination of the books of this 
fortune teller showed that hundreds of fami- 
lies denended upoh him for advice and guidance 
in all their, .f aics. 
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The police of St. Louis were asked recently to 
find Clintcn H. Stillman of Eldora, Ic. de had 
gone to a fortune teller for advice and was told 
that he would die before the close of the year 
19038. 

Like the negro of George Cohan’s song, Still- 
man said: “If I'm goin’ to die I’m goin’ to have 
some fun,” and he left home and came to St. 
Louis and went on a spree. He weighed 276 
pounds and was in perfect health, but he believed 
the fortune teller and the result was that he al- 
most lost his position, spent all of his money and 
nearly broke his wife’s heart. , 


Driven to Murder and Suicide 

In Chicago recently Charles F. Reinheimer was 
driven by fortune tellers to murder his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. annie Lewis, and to kil! himself. Mrs. 
Lewis was a fortune teller, one of the kind that 
goes into trances and communicates with spiriis, 
She declared to Mrs. Reinheimer that the spirits 
advised her to leave her husband and two chil- 
dren. The wife, having implicit faith in the 
spirit messages, was preparing to go when her 
husband, driven to madness by the trouble, killed 
his fortune telling sister-in-law and then killed 
himself. 

There is little doubt that many a person has 
been literally scared to death by the predic- 
tions of fortune tellers. That the mind has suf- 
ficient control and influence over the body to 
cause disease and even death, under certain cir- 
cumstances, ‘s well known. Every well-informed 
physician knows that worry will cause serious 
diseases. One of the most prolific causes of 
Bright’s disease is worry. A skilled physician 
will in every case try first to set the mind of 
his patient at rest, well knowing that faith in 
thé doctor and in his medicine is more than half 
the cure. P 

To prove the influence of the mind upon. the 
body an experiment was once made in a Londen 
hospital. For the purposes of the test a convict 
under sentence of death was turned over to the 
physicians. He was told that instead of being 
hanged to a gibbet, where his body would swing 
in the winds for months and be devoured by 
birds, he was to be bled to death.

The 
physicians felt his pulse, listened to his heart 
beats, talked of how his str-ngth was weakening 
and his heart ceasing to™beat, and, althotigh not 
a drop of his blood was lost, he did actually die 
with every symptom of having bled to death. It 
was fright and imagination that killed him.
